Do you use ‘family trees’ in your genealogy research? While I try to not rely on family trees for 
my research, I do use them for guidance. When I first started my research, I would receive 
handwritten family group sheets in the mail. I would compare the information on those 
sheets with what I new about the family and decide whether they connected to my research or 


not. 


Today, I often turn to the FamilySearch tree to see what the family structure may look like. 
Then I try to find records to prove (or disprove) the family structure. As I’ve moved into 
researching my family lines in early Armstrong county, Pennsylvania, I’m finding a lack of 


consensus about the family structure. 


I believe one of my 4th great grandmothers is Hannah Barr , wife of David Ralston of 
Armstrong county, PA. While I’m just beginning my dive into Armstrong county PA records 
for my Ralston and McCormick lines, I believe that Hannah’s father is James Barr. Hannah’s 
profile on FamilySearch along with a WikiTree profile and many Ancestry trees show Hannah 
Barr as the daughter of James Barr and Martha Cunningham. Unfortunately, there is very 


little sourcing to support this relationship. 


While researching deed records for David Ralston, I discovered a deed that refers to David 


Ralston as the son-in-law of James Barr and his wife Martha.

its appurtenances unto the said David Ralston his heirs 

& assigns forever. In witness whereof we have hereto set our hands &

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When I first found the above deed, I keyed on the words ‘son-in-law’ and realized that this 
connected David Ralston to his wife’s father, James Barr. It was only as I transcribed this 


deed that I realized the deed likely mentioned another of James Barr’s son-in-laws. 
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Thus, I started search for a James Barr to James Steel deed. And I found a deed very similar 


to David Ralston’s deed.

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Based on this 1815 deed between James Barr and James Steel, I believe that Hannah Barr had 


a sister married to James Steel. A search of FamilySearch turned up a possibility for this 


sister: Elizabeth Barr . Elizabeth’s FamilySearch profile shows two different sets of parents. 


One set is for a James Barr and his wife, Martha. 


The James Barr shown as a possible father of Elizabeth Barr Steel is not the same James Barr 


connected to Hannah Barr. Both profiles show a wife named Martha. Both profiles include 


only one daughter. The deeds I found would suggest that James Steel and David Ralston are 


brothers-in-law. Because I don’t have enough documentation on any of these profiles to 


merge the two James Barr profiles, I am doing the following: 


e attaching the deeds as sources to the James Barr in my tree 

e uploading images of the deeds to the Memories for James Barr 

e Adding an ‘Alert Note’ to James Barr suggesting the other James Barr as a possible 
duplicate 

e Adding an ‘Alert Note’ to James Barr pointing to the other James Barr and the deeds in 


question 


¢ Updating WikiTree profiles for David Ralston, Hannah Barr and James Barr 
e Updating my Ancestry tree so that these sources appear in my tree 
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Since I have researched the James Steel / Elizabeth Barr family, I don’t feel comfortable 
merging the two James Barr profiles. Hopefully, the actions I’ve taken will prompt those who 


have done more BARR research to consider my suggestions.

opportunity to talk with the family of Earl Bourrett, 25, who met his death 
October 3 in a truck accident at Dinant, Belgium. This date is when Paul 
Boeding son of Mr. and Mrs. Boeding, was reported to have died in a 
truck accident in the same Belgium city. The two families feel that their 
sons were together because after comparing notes, they discovered they 
had left the states at the same time and had been in England together. 
They believe their sons died instantly, but have received no further details 
concerning the accident. Bourrett was from Sioux City, Iowa, was 


married and had a three year old son.

Many Paid Tribute to Paul Boeding Friday 


The memory of Put. Paul Donald Boeding was honored at Sts. Peter and 
Paul church at nine thirty Friday morning with a requiem high mass said 
by Rev. Aloysius Krapp, Atchison, an uncle of the young soldier. This was 
the fourth memorial service held in the church. Paul died in Belgium, 
October 3, following a truck accident and no details have been received of 
his death. 
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In the sanctuary Friday morning, in addition to Father Krapp were, Rev 
Matthew Hall, O.S.B., Rev. Father Quinlan and Rev. Father Grosdidier. 
Paul’s brothers Mark Victor and Robert Boeding were the servers. The 
flag draped bier rested at the altar railing and in the vestibule of the 
church was Put. Boeding’s picture. Paul’s schoolmates, still in Seneca, 
attended in a body, as did Knights of Columbus. At the close of the mass, 
Rev. Father Basil spoke comforting words to the family. A commitment 
service was held out of doors. Members of the C.H.S. sang, Let There Be 
Peace. Taps were sounded by Sammy Armstrong and a salute was fired 
by Legionnaires from Earle W. Taylor Post. Staff Sgt. Louis Schmits and 
Put. James Huerter served as color bearers and Put. Charles Mueting as 
color guard. Edward R. Levick, legionnaire, presented the American flag 
to the parents. Ivan Becker presented a spiritual bouquet to the family as 


a token of sympathy from the Catholic High School. 


Paul was born in Seneca Feb. 11, 1935 and had lived here all of his life until 
joining the service of his country in March 1944. He was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Augusta Boeding and the fourth to enter the service. Members of 
the family present for the service Friday morning included his brother, 
Ensign Edgar Boeding, Melbourne, Florida, Miss Mary Helen Boeding 
Dayton, Ohio, and those at home. Other relatives from this community 
attended and the church was filled with friends of the family Cyril 


Boeding, Salina, came for the service.

Have you ever read a biography in a county history and said to yourself, they have to be 


connected to my family? That was my case when searching the book, Armstrong County 


Pennsylvania, Her People, Past and Present on archive.org for my Ralston and McCormick 


families. 


One of the items I found was the biography of Robert Louis Ralston on page 460 of volume 1. 


9 9 Robert Louis Ralston, of Kittanning, is one of the leading lawyers at the 
bar of Armstrong county. He devotes all his time to legal work and holds 
the confidence of both clients and fellow practitioners. 

His family is of Scotch-Irish extraction. The Ralstons of whom he is a 
descendant came from Ireland in 1803 and settled at Slate Lick, 
Armstrong county. On the paternal side he is related to the Galbreath 
family. His mother was a Thornburg, and was a descendant of old 
Allegheny county family of that name. His father, James Ralston and 
mother, Maria Thornburg, were married in 1856, and spent their married 
life on a farm in South Buffalo township, The family consisted of three 
children: George T., who resides on the home farm; Laura M., who resides 
in Kitanning and the subject of this sketch. 

Mr. Ralston was in early life a school teacher. After three years spent in 
teaching in the public schools of the count he entered Westminster College, 
in Lawrence county, Pa., and graduated from that institution in 1890. He 
studied law with James H. McCain in Kittanning and was admitted to the 


bar in 1893. He has been engaged in the practice of the law ever since.

While I don’t have a Robert Ralston as a descendant of my ancestor, David Ralston, a 


sentence in the biography prompted me to look further for a connection:

P David was born in Tyrone County, Ireland to the parents of John and Anne Ralston. David's father died 
in 1802 and the family immigrated to America in 1803. David's mother Anne sailed with her family May 
14, 1803 aboard "The Stafford" leaving from Londonberry for Philadelphia, Pennsylvania but 


disernbarked at New Castle and settled in Baltimore for about 7 years. The family was living in Buffalo, 


Armstrong, Pennsylvania in the 1810 Census. David's siblings: Mary, Rebecca, Robert, John, Jane, 


p= =< Anne and Joseph 


While it is possible that two different RALSTON families immigrated to the United States 
from Ireland in 1803 AND settled in Armstrong county, Pennsylvania, I believe this is a major 
clue that the Robert Ralston of the biography is somehow related to my ancestor, David 


Ralston. 


When I did a search of the FamilySearch tree for Robert Ralston, I found one whose parents 
match the biography: Robert Ralston , son of James Ralston and Maria Thornburg. Robert’s 
father, James C. Ralston is shown as the son of a Rebecca Ramsey. Rebecca’s profile does not 


lead back to a Galbreath connection as mentioned in the biography of Robert Ralston. 


Because of the reference to the 1803 immigration, I started looking at the descendants of Ann 
Ralston to see if I could find a Galbreath connection. According to the FamilySearch tree, 
Ann’s son, John Ralston was married to Mary Polly Galbraith. John and Mary (Galbraith) 
Ralston had a son, James Curtis Ralston (1822-1876) . While this James Ralston is of the 
appropriate age to be the father of Robert Ralston, his profile does not show he was married 


or had any children. 


While I believe the biography suggests that Robert Ralston descends from John Ralston and 
Mary Galbraith, I do not have enough information to support a merger of the two James C. 
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Ralstons or to attach Robert Ralston to James Curtis Ralston. Thus, I’ve added the biography 


as a source for Robert Ralston. I’ve also added an alert note to Robert Ralston’s profile asking 


whether his grandparents might be John Ralston and Mary Galbraith instead of Rebecca 


Ramsey.

Have you ever looked thru your old files and been reminded of the help a family member 
provided to get that document? That was my situation as I was updating sources for my 4th 
great grandfather, John Briles. While I have quite a few facts regarding the sale and purchase 
of land, it was the 1819 land entry source that contained some handwritten notes. Since those 


notes were in my dad’s handwriting, they provided a reminder about how I obtained them. 


While traveling around the United States, my parents did some research for me when in the 
area where an ancestor might have lived. Since my mom’s BRILES line was from Randolph 


County, North Carolina, my parents did quite a bit of local research for me in North Carolina.

Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. To avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

birth year and death year and use a formula to pull the year from the date.

Do you have an ancestral line where it is easy to find information connecting some of the 
children to the father but very difficult to connect your ancestor to his/her parent? That’s my 
case with my CURREY research. 


I have a Bible record indicating my 2nd great grandfather, Hiram M. Currey, was born in 
Peoria, Illinois in 1835. Assuming that the family did not move, the 1840 census only shows 
one possible parent, Hiram M. Currey. While I have accumulated quite a few details for about 
30 years of this Hiram Currey’s life, I am lacking sources connecting him to my 2nd great 
grandfather OR connecting him to his presumed father, Hiram M. Currey of Champaign and 


Franklin counties, Ohio. 


I do have sources that tie some of Ohio’s Hiram M. Currey to his children. Until recently, I 
had nothing tying Ohio’s Hiram M. Currey to a son named Hiram M. Currey.

Hiram Miram Curry will preach a sermon after the Masonic oration.’ Hoping to find the 


original article, I started looking in newspapers.

While I haven’t found the original article, my ‘generic’ search for Curry in Ohio newspapers 


turned up some wonderful articles that appeared in newspapers well after his death. 


Some of these articles were written as ‘anniversary’ articles.

HARMONY MASONIC LODGE is the oldest masonic 
body in Champaign County and one of the oldest in the 
state. The exact date of the charter is not definitely known 
but it was probably in 1809. 


The first worshipful master was Hiram M. Curry and 
the first meeting was held in the courthouse, September 
20, 1809 


To show how thoroughly the lodge was committed to 
the behavior of its own members, an unusual and amusing 
resolution was passed November 15, 1815 as follows: 


“That each member be a committee of one to 
examine into the conduct of each other and to report 
any unmasonic conduct that may come to their know- 
ledge.” 


Under this resolution brother Gunn was charged with 
intemperance, and defended himself so vigorously the 
charges were dismissed. “It was,” brother Gunn declared,

Since Hiram M. Curry was fairly famous in early Ohio, I expected to find articles during his 
lifetime.

Scandal

Were any of your ancestors involved in a scandal? Well, my CURREY line leads back to 


someone who was fairly prominent for a short time and then seems to disappear. 


Hiram Mirrick Currey was a member of the General Assembly of Ohio in 1811. In 1816, he was 
elected treasurer for the state of Ohio. Four years later, he resigned from his position as 
Treasurer. By 1822, Hiram Currey was named in a resolution authorizing the Ohio Treasurer 


to receive real estate from Hiram M. Curry. 


While bits and pieces of this ‘story’ appear in various newspapers and official Ohio 
publications, it wasn’t until I by chance did a search for Hiram Currey on Newspapers.com 
with no date restriction. This search unearthed a lengthy article about the Ohio treasury. 


Buried in the article are details about the scandal involving Hiram M. Curry. 


While I don’t know Hiram Curry’s side of the story or what happened to him afterwards, this 


article explains why he resigned from office in disgrace. 


9 9 Brief History of the Ohio Treasury 
With some Account of its Tribulations and State FInances 


from 1802 to 1857 
By Wm. T. Coggeshall 


When the Northwest Territory was organized, the Territorial Secretary 


reported to the General Government, the receipts and disbursements of 
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officers appointed to administer its affairs. 


In August, 1792, the Judges of the Territory, who were then law makers as 
well as law expounders, created the office of Treasurer General, requiring 
that he should give a bond to the amount of $4,000, and ordering that as 

payment for his services he might retain five per centum of all the moneys 


passing through his hands. 


In December, 1799, the Territorial Legislature established the offices of 
Auditor and Treasurer. The salary of the latter was fixed at $400, and a 
bond of $20,000 was required of him. 


The Territorial Treasurer was John Armstrong. His accounts were 
examined by Legislative Committees, and both Territorial and State 
Legislatures were informed that the public moneys had not been used by 


him without authority of law. 


When, in 1802, the State of Ohio was organized, Wm. McFarland was 
elected Treasurer. He continued in office till 1816. His salary was at first 
$400, without any specification respecting stationary and clerk hire. The 
Legislature having been called upon to provide for the payment of two or 
three bills of $10 each, for stationary, it was enacted that the salary of the 
Treasurer should be $400 per annum, including stationery and clerk hire, 
but he was for ten or twelve years allowed a small per cent, for 
disbursement of the three percent fund. A Legislative Committee, 
authorized in 1803, to investigate the Treasury, made the following 


statement:

The Treasurer was required to submit his books to the Legislature 
whenever requested, was denied any emolument out of the use of State 


funds, and was subject to a fine of $1,000 for abuse of trust. 


Mr. McFarland was frequently visited by Legislative committees, and his 
accounts were always satisfactory. When he became Treasurer, the funds 
of the State were derived exclusively form taxation of lands and personal 
property ; but when he retired fro office (1816) the State derived a revenue 
form banks of $5,676 76 and had a loan of $47,000 from the Miami

Exporting Company, of $20,000 from the bank of Muskingum and of 
$37,000 from the bank of Chillicothe. Mr. McFarland disbursed the fiscal 
year of 1816, from the revenues that have been mentioned, the sum of 
$312,475, of which $88,527 formed the quota for the State of Ohio of the 
direct tax levied by order of the General Government to pay the expense of 


the war of 1812. 


In addition to the moneys thus derived, the Treasurer, under a law of 
1803, received and disbursed the U.S. three percent fund. During the year 
1816 the sum of twelve thousand and seven hundred dollars was received, 
and thirty-six thousand and thirty one dollars disbursed, leaving in the 
treasury when Mr. McFarland made his last report fifteen thousand four 
hundred and eighty-five dollars. This fund arose from the setting apart of 
thre per cent of all the money received form the sale of public lands within 


the State for the making of roads in Ohio. 


Wm. McFarland was succeeded by Hiram Mirrick Curry, who by his 
election was treasurer until December 13, 1819, when he was re-elected for 


the term of three years. 


On the 5th of January, 1820, a committee of the House made a report that 
the books in the Treasury were properly kept, and that the vouchers held 
by the Treasurer agreed with his report to the Legislature. 


Subsequent rumors not complimentary to Mr. Currey, in his official 
capacity, led to a second report with a “pertinent description” of all funds 
in the Treasury. The Auditor of State was then authorized to examine the 
Treasury and report its condition, and a special committee was appointed 
to examine the vaults of the Treasury. The Auditor laid a communication 
before the House on the 15th of February, showing a total balance against 
the Treasurer of one hundred and eighty-two thousand seven hundred 
and forty-eight dollars and eighteen cents. The following day (February 
15th, 1820) the select committee reported that on the 11th of February they 


waited upon the Treasurer and requested him to lock and seal the vaults 
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of the Treasury. The Treasurer requested a delay until the next day, and 
an arrangement was made with the Treasurer by which the chairman of 
the committee, Mr. McConnel, of Muskingum, retained the key of the 
strong chest in the vault and the key of the outward door, while the 
Treasurer retained the key of the inner vault door. When the Treasurer 
closed his office the committee occupied the Governor’s Room opposite the 
Treasury, in what has since been known as “Rat Row” (the building lately 
removed form High street, in front of the State House, and about to be 
employed in the erection of an Asylum for Idiots, on Friend st., opposite 


Blind Asylum). Lest some,

mischief might be done they kept close watch during the night. 


On the morning of February 12, the committee held a second interview 
with the Treasurer, when he assured the committee that he would resign 
his office on Monday, the 14th. An examination was, therefore, postponed, 
the committee retaining the keys of which the chairman had possession, 


and Mr. Curry keeping that of the inner vault-door. 


On Monday morning, the Treasurer reported that his securities had 
directed him not to resign, but upon a demand from the Committee, he 
permitted them to examine the funds each, the Treasurer and the 
Chairman unlocking, as occasion required, the doors of which they 
respectively held keys. On the evening of February 16th, the examination 


was completed and the Committee found —

Leaving a deficit of 11,431 78 
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During the examination upon which this state of things was revealed, the 
Treasurer had resigned. Resolutions of impeachment for mal-conduct had 
been proposed, and in the midst of the warm excitement much indignation 
was expressed. The Committee which exposed the deficit as above stated, 
recommended that the keys of the vault be entrusted to the Governor. 
Their resolution to this effect was adopted, and with the slight 


amendment, the Senate accepted the action of the House. 


On the 17th of February, 1820, Samuel Sullivan, then a Senator from 
Muskingum county, was elected in the place of Mr. Curry. On the 23d, the 
Select Committee, which had examined the Treasury, reported that they 
had delivered to Mr. Sullivan the keys of the vaults, and that the late 
Treasurer, Mr. Curry, had stated in the presence of the Governor that he 
was satisfied no “alteration” had meantime been made in the funds, and 


that no violence had been done to the Treasury. 


Before the Legislature adjourned a resolution was passed instructing the 
Treasurer to get all notes and bills in the Treasury cashed if possible, and 
to secure a final settlement with H. M. Curry, authorizing a suit to be 


brought against him, if a settlement could not be otherwise effected. 


Various loans and deposits had been authorized by law between, 1802 and 
1820, and non-disposable funds form other sources had accumulated in 


the Treasury. 


On the 4th of December, 1820, Mr. Sullivan reported the amount of those 
funds to be $33,9033 06 He then stated the obligations in favor of the 
State, for authorized loans, to the amount of $6,582 66 on which, in 
compliance with the resolution of the eighteenth General Assembly, he had 


collected $333 33. 


Nothing had yet been accomplished toward a settlement with Hiram 
Curry and on the 2oth of December, 1820, a committee was appointed by 


the House of Representatives, instructed to demand of Hiram M. Curry to 
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show cause why he should not pay the deficit with which he stood 
charged. The Auditor had reported that, upon final calculation the deficit 


was found to be $11,111 89. 


The committee addressed a letter of inquiry to Mr. Curry. He responded 
that he did not stand a public defaulter to the amount reported by the 
Auditor; claimed the investigating committee had been too hasty; charged 
that they had not taken proper pains to guard the treasury while they had 
charge of the keys; admitted a deficit, but before God declared that if it did 
not arise from inaccurate accounts, and from the exchange of depreciated 
paper he could not tell the cause. He solicited further investigation of his 
accounts, was willing to make any reasonable sacrifice to have the 
“unfortunate business adjusted,” stating that he had three lots in 
Columbus, and a small farm in Champaign county, which he would 


cheerfully appropriate to the discharge of any just balance due the State. 


These statements of Mr. Curry were reported to the House, and the 
committee responded to them, that after a candid and full examination of 
the whole subject, “it was their opinion no alternative remained for the 
State short of placing the bond of Mr. Curry in suit.” A resolution 
authorizing a prosecution against Mr. Curry and his sureties was the 
following day adopted in the House and was immediately accepted by the 


Senate. 


ON the 29th of January, 1851 (not this is likely a typo and probably should 
be 1821), a committee reported that the treasury was probably in debt 
$30,000 and that about the at sum over and above the ordinary revenue 


would be required in that year, to meet which, the State had —

To meet the deficiency exposed by the committee, a loan of $20,000 was 


recommended authorized. 


Loans and transfers from one hand to another, and from banks and from 
individuals, have frequently been authorized since that period. Their 


history, amount or character need not here be traced. 


Contingent bonds were, in 1820, a new “feature” of public expense. Mr. 
Sullivan reported in 1821 a “Contingent” expenditure of $44 01. The salary 


of the treasurer was then $1,000, and his bonds were 50,000. 


The settlement of Mr. Curry’s accounts, or rather efforst to secure a 
satisfactory settlement, caused considerable excitement in the 22d, 23d 
and 24th General Assemblies, but transfers of property were finally 
accepted and suites which had been instituted against him and against his 
securities were ordered to be discontinued. Mr. Curry having paid the 
principal of the sum due, the Auditor of State was, on the 14th of 
February, 1824, directed to release the parties upon the payment by them 
of all costs which had accrued before July 30th, 1822, discharging Curry 
and securities form all claims for interest upon the deficit which has been 


reported. 


Some tribulation was occasioned in the treasury on a count of difficulties 
arising out of a tax on the branches of the United States Bank in Ohio, 
amounting to over $98,000, and in 1822 Samuel Sullivan, the treasurer 
was taken into custody, while United States officers removed from the 
treasury the proceeds of the tax, upon which there had been an injunction 
for some time, and which had been an injunction for some time, and which 
had been kept separate from other funds.

State need not be told that our Legislators were obliged, by decisions in 
the U.S. Courts to forego any revenue by taxation upon the branches of the 
Federal Bank. 


Minor troubles were, from time to time, occasioned by depreciated paper, 
and by the failure of the Miami Exporting, the Urbana Banking, and other 
companies, to repay deposits and redeem their notes, but no 
circumstances occasioned an extra examination of the treasury until 1847, 
with the exception of a robbery in 1827. On the night of the 6th of May, in 
that year, (Henry Brown, treasurer,) the person who was employed to 
watch the treasury at night, being absent, the vaults were broken int and 


$12,657 98 were abstracted. 


The treasurer was active in an investigation of the circumstances 
attending the robbery, and by the peculiar detective ingenuity of one of 
the officers employed, suspicion was rightly directed. A citizen of 
Columbus, not before suspected of rascality, was arrested and $11,627 66 
of the stolen funds ($9,979 in bank bills, and $1,64866 in specie) were 
recovered, leaving a deficit of $1,030 43 which the Legislature ordered to 
be passed to the credit of the treasurer, together with the costs of the suit 
by which the robber had been convicted. 


Meantime, as the finances became more complicated — the income form 
teh School bonds having grown large — a canal fund having been created 
in 1824 — the surpluse revenue from the United States having in 1836 
required management and appropriation, the Penitentiary giving and 
receiving funds, and other institutions requiring appropriates and 
disbursements, various laws were enacted changing and enhancing the 
treasurer’s responsibilities, and throwing guards around the disposal and 


disbursement of public moneys. 


In 1822 a Senate Committee had recommended the establishment of a 
fiscal year, and the 15th of November was declared (by a law passed on 


the 29th of January) to be the period up to which, in each year, the 
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Auditor should render account, but it was not until 1831 that any 
authorized assistant was given to the treasurer. The treasury has now 


three clerks, besides the Bank Register. IT had only one form 1831 to 1847. 


Before inquiring into the difficulties which occasioned an extra 
investigation of the treasurer in 1847, it will be interesting to consider 
some tabular statements which expose the responsibilities and rewards of 


treasurers at different periods. 


I present first a

It will not be overlooked that the funds in 1815 exceeded those of 1825. This 
appears very strange without explanation. It is accounted for by the fact 
that in 1815, Ohio paid $177,055 24 direct tax to the United States — 


leaving $93,345 48 as the money raised for her own purposes. 
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To a statement of the bonds and salaries of Treasurers between 1792 and 
1857, I now invite attention. Whoever studies it with a knowledge of 

political movements in Ohio, may read therefrom political history that is 


interesting.

By the Legislature of 1845-6, a committee was appointed to investigate the 
financial operation of the Board of Public Works. That Committee made a 
voluminous report toe he succeeding Legislature (1846-7) It was 
uncompromising, and caused wide-spread political excitement. The 
General Assembly which received it, probably to offset its political 
influence — the Board of Public Works being Democratic — ordered an 


inquest upon the treasury, Joseph Whitehill, a Whig, being Treasurer. 
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The Treasury Committee sat during the summer of 1847, and reported tot 
he Legislature which met in December of that year. — The investigation 
was thorough, and the report temperate and candid. It mad an exposition 
of State Finances, and complained vigorously of a careless and 


responsible system of book-keeping practiced in the treasury. 


A. A. Bliss succeeded Mr. Whitehill. An apparent deficit of $6,000 was 
then exposed. Mr. Whitehill claimed that he had paid a note to the 
Franklin Bank of Columbus for hte State for that sum, which not having 
been recognized on the Auditor’s Book by means of a certified warrant, 
had not been passed to his credit. Various unsuccessful attempts to adjust 
the claim were may by Mr. Whitehill, but it was not accomplished until 
after the Finance Committee appointed in April, 1856, had reported to the 
second season of the Fifty-second General Assembly (1857). That 
Committee expressed full conviction that Mr. Whitehill had been unjustly 
held responsible, and credit for $8,000 ordered to be made in his favor on 


the books of the Treasury.

public the details of the deficit charged against A. A. Bliss. Mr. Breslin, 


who succeeded him, protected Mr. Bliss form exposure, by the manner in 
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which he made his reports and Bliss secured Breslin from loss. He finally 
paid to the State (in 1856) all the money for which he did not account 
when he left office in 1852. 


Breslin’s deficit (1856) was alleged by him to have been occasioned by the 
failure of parties with whom he had deposited

Beekel has paid into the Treasury $1,000. It is understood that the balance 
of the claim against him has been secured by mortgage on property. To 
ascertain whethere the other sums can be recovered, suits against Mr. 


Breslin’s securities were ordered by the last Legislature. 


Wm. H. Gibson was elected Treasurer in place of John G. Brslin, in the fall 
of 1856. The Treasury under his control was subjected to the investigation 
of a Senate Financial Committee in the winter of 1856, was examined by a 
joint (special) Financial Committee in the summer of 1856, and was 
examined by the Auditor in the winter of 1857 — all of which failed to 


expose official neglect or misconduct on the part of the Treasurer. 


The investigations led, however, to stringent laws, imposing checks ont he 
Treasury, and authorizing special examinations under the direction of the 


Governor and the Auditor. 


In spite of suspicions and investigations, Mr. Gibson maintained the credit 
of the Treasury, and his own official standing until a draft had been made 


upon him to meet the July interest. On the 13th of June, 1857, he 
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acknowledged a deficit of $549,892 21, arising, he declared, from 


detalcations of John G. Breslin, which he had concealed. 


Mr. Gibson was immediately constrained to resign, A. P. Stone, of 
Columbus, was appointed in his place, and an examination of the 


Treasury at once required by the Governor. 


The peculiar circumstances attending Mr. Gibson’s resignation — the 
present condition of the treasury — the facts respecting any mal- 
administration or breach of trust by John G. Breslin — are being 
investigated by the Examiner, whom the governor has appointed, and no 


attempt need here e made to anticipate his developments. 


A proper conclusion to this outline of treasury history is a statement of teh

Instead of finding anything about my ancestor, John Ricketts, his wife Orilda Reed or her 
parents, I took notes about John’s brother, William. This biography provides information 
about William’s (and thus John’s) parents and grandfather. 
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William Ricketts, one of the principal farmers of Anderson Township, was 
born in Fleming County, Ky., March 21, 1820, son of Edward and 
Sarah (Storey) Ricketts, and is of Scotch-Welsh origin.

List Nemaha Serial Numbers for the Draft 


Over 1600 names are in the County Roll 


A Master List Will Be Chosen in Washington, D.C. 
Tuesday to Determine Order in Which Local 
Numbers Will Be Called 


The Courier-Tribune prints today a list of names and numbers important to almost every 
home in Nemaha county. It is the list of men between ages of 21 and 36 who enrolled on 
Wednesday, October 16th, for possible service to their country, and with each man’s name, 
the county serial number which has been drawn for him by the local draft board. 

The arrangement is by number rather than by names because numbers will be the important 
thing next Tuesday, October 29th, when a master list is to be drawn at Washington, D.C. to 
determine the order in which local numbers will be called. President Roosevelt will draw the 


first number. 


The local drawing and listing was completed Tuesday except perhaps for a few straggling 
cards. The board officially posted the list yesterday and sent a copy to state headquarters. The 
Sabetha Herald and Courier-Tribune joined in setting the large amount of type necessary and 
the list is printed in the two papers. To avoid ruining the type to still greater length, a key 


system is sued to abbreviate names of towns. Where two letters make the name of the town 
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clear, only two are used. Seneca becomes Se; Sabetha Sa; Corning Co; Centralia Ce; Goff GO; 
Wetmore We; and Baileyville, Bern, Kelly, Havensville, Soldier, Pawnee, Axtell and other 
points are similarly abbreviated. Oneida and Onaga addresses required the use of Onei and 
Ona. The Nemaha County list follows:

I’ve also been trying to use the FamilySearch tree to share these unique sources that I have 


buried in my files along with the family pictures. 


At times, I get questions about my research via my blog. A descendant of Nelson Crawford 
Stoner recently contacted me in this way. Based on that contact, I was able to share my 


research with her, including a footnoted report. 


However, when it comes to sharing, my ‘best’ experience was an email conversation I had 
with a Curry researcher that spanned several years. Sandy was a descendant of Thomas M. 


Curry (Currey). Thomas and his brother, Providence were identified in biographies as the 
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sons of Hiram M. Currey (treasurer of Ohio). At the time, I was trying to figure out my Currey 
line. I thought that my 2nd great grandfather, Hiram M. Currey (of Leavenworth), was the 
son of Hiram M. Currey (of Peoria). Unfortunately, I didn’t have much information about the 
Peoria Currey and was trying to figure out whether he was a brother to Thomas and 


Providence. 


In our email conversation with Sandy, she shared a photocopy of an obituary for James 


Barnes Curry.

Because the Curry family had migrated to Oregon, Sandy and I were trying to locate Holt 
County in Oregon. After several discussions about this obituary, I wondered if Holt county 


could be in another state. That curiosity led me to Oregon City, Holt County, Missouri. 
Since Holt County, Missouri is not that far from where I live (Seneca, KS), I made a trip to 


Oregon City, where I found the grave for James Barnes Curry. (Find a Grave did not exist at 
the time)

Thus, the mystery surrounding James Barnes Curry was resolved. 


A search of Newspapers.com for “James Curry” in Feb 1886 and Missouri found the origal 


obituary published in the 25 Feb 1886 issue of the Holt County Press. 


Obituary, 

On Friday, February 19th, 1886, at 5 
o’clock p. m., James B. Curry, at his 
residence in this city, passed quetly 
away, surrounded by his family and 
afew friends. It is with heartfelt sor- 
row that we record the death of this 
highty respected and much beloved citi- 
zen. Mr, Curry was born in Crawfords- 
ville, Indiana, Montgomery county, 
March 10, 1824, and was the only son, 
of Dr. Thomas Curry, a prominent 
physician of that place. He emigrated 
from there to Sioux City, lowa, in 1856, 
and was one of the early settlers of that 
place, but the winter being so severe he 
left there and came to Oregon in tie fall 
of 1857, where he resided until his 
death, which was eaused trom chronic 
asthma aud Bright's disease—the form- 
er being contracted while in the service 
of his country.

The plane was stated to have been on routine flight from Knob Noster, Mo. to Chicago. It fell 


about two miles west of the Municipal airport at Chicago and burned. 


A man working in the vicinity said he heard the sound of a plane passing over at low altitude 
and then a sharp explosion. The area army public relations office said an arm board of inquire 


would be called to determine the cause of the accident. 


Persons in the area heard the radio news of the crash Thursday night but at that time names 
of the men were not given. They were made public Friday. The Kokenge family was notified 


Thursday night. 
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Sergeant Kokenge was attached to the Sedalia airport near Warrensburg, Mo. He was an air 
mechanic. His family has not learned any more details of the accident than were given in the 
papers but they believe the trip to Chicago may have been part of a flight planned to New 


York. Francis had just made his staff sergeant’s rating a few weeks ago. 


Francis was a graduate of the Seneca public high school and was a football player. He worked 
for two years in the Farm Bureau ACA office and then a little over a year ago enlisted in the 
air corps. To say he was one of the finest young men of the community is no exaggeration. He 
was a clean, friendly quiet and hardworking youth, and his promotions in the army show he 


was doing well in it, too. Francis liked the air mechanic work. 


The funeral was planned for this morning, and the mass was offered at 10:00 by the Rev 
.Matthew Hall, O.S.B. The body was expected to arrive yesterday but by later report, would 
not reach St. Joseph until sometime today. The Lauer Funeral car is at St. Joseph as htis is 
written. At 2:30 or later, if there is delay, Father Basil Finken, O.S.B. will give a sermon 


preceding the burial. 


Francis leaves his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Kokenge, and four brothers and two sisters. 
Leander is in the army air corps, stationed at Big Springs, Texas. He was able to come home 
for the service, arriving here yesterday. A sister, Mrs. Ralph Rosengarten, and her husband, 
Joplin, Mo., also came to be with the family. The other brothers and sister are Robert, John, 
Max and Mary, of the home.

Pay Tribute to Sgt. F. A. Kokenge 


Four fellow sergeants Attend Service HEre 
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Four fellow-sergeants, close friends with whom he spent many happy hours, were chosen to 
attend the funeral services of Staff Sergeant Francis Kokenge Monday. Francis had a birthday 
October 3rd, two of the other sergeants recently. Sergeant Paul J. Warkolla was delegated by 
the war department to go form Warrensburg to Chicago to stand guard and accompany the 
body to Seneca for burial. Sergeant Louis Parkinson, Sergeant Roy Evans and Staff Sergeant 


Paul Grashan came direct form Warrensburg to attend the funeral. 


Staff Sergeant Francis Kokenge son of Mr. and Mrs. John Kokenge, was killed Thursday in a 
flight from the Sedalia airport at Warrensburg to Chicago, the plane crashing near the 
Chicago municipal airport. A heavy fog and high tension wires are believed to be contributed 


to the accident. Nine enlisted men lost their lives. Francis was crushed but not burned. 


The requiem mass was read by Rev. Matthew Hall O.S.B. at Sts. Peter and Paul church 
Monday morning. The church was filled with sympathizing relatives and friends. The body 
did not arrive until early afternoon, when it was taken to the church for absolution. Rev. 
Father Basil Finken O.S.B. gave a sermon. At the graveside in Sts. Peter and Paul church, the 
U.S. flag covering the casket, was presented to the mother by Sergeant Warkolla. Earle W. 
Taylor Post American Legion firing squad gave the farewell salute and Bill SPringer and 
Clayton Huerter of the Seneca band, sounded “Taps.” The pallbearers were cousins: Leonard 
Lohman, Donald Deters, Albert Kokenge, Raymond Kokenge, Emmet Sperfslage and Joe 
Enneking Jr.

Do you typically attach sources to events (facts) you have for an individual? For an ‘old fogey’ 


like myself, this has been an evolving process. 


My first foray into researching my family history worked with family group sheets where the 
birth marriage and death dates and places were recorded for members of a family. I was 
encouraged to locate birth, marriage and death records for family members. However, I don’t 


believe I ever added any mention of a source to those family group sheets. 


When my ‘methods’ of recording information transitioned to a computer, I still wasn’t adding 
source information. As I collected more and more information, I realized that I had to 
document where I got it from. In the process, I started filling in the ‘dash’. In other words, I 
branched out from just recording birth, marriage and death to recording many details of a 


persons life. And I started adding sources to each of these events. 


Now, every time I learn something new about an ancestors life, I add it as an event and attach 
the source of the information to the event. One of my recent ‘goals’ has been to update the 
sourcing for my 3rd great grandparents. I’ve recently been working on John Briles (or 
Broyles) of Randolph County, North Carolina. Below is part of John’s timeline in my 
RootsMagic file. The pen icons to the right of the place indicate there is at least one source 
attached to the fact.

Mr. and Mrs. Roy Winterscheidt, Fairview, have received the Purple 
Heart, posthumously for their son, Sergeant Lawrence Winterscheidt, 
who lost his life in action January 16 in the New Britain area. 
Lawrence, a graduate of Seneca Catholic high school in the class of 1937, 
had been in service 18 months, overseas about four months. A letter from 
Lawrence’s best friend, a Maryland boy, Jack Menefee, is comforting to 
the bereaved family and reads as follows: 

“Dear Mr. and Mrs. Winterscheidt: I know during these times of sorrow 
for you dear folks, over the loss of your son, this letter will not seem like 
much, but I'd like to express to you my deepest sorrow and sympathy To 
me, Larry has alway been my closest pal, and his troubles were mine, vise 
versa. I was his gunner, on the same crew. Trained with him and came 


overseas with him and flew on a few missions with him until they split us 
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up on separate crews. He always told me to write if anything did happen 
to him and what to send home. Being his nearest friend I have separated 
his things with a very sad heart. It was his first mission after his leave in 
Australia. His plane was hit by Jap fire, burned, crashed and exploded as 
it hit the ground. He felt no pain. It was quick, I know as an eyewitness. 
He died bravely. He was considered one of the best radio men. I loved him 
too. Please accept this letter and my deepest sorrow with you folks. You 


have my word, I'll avenge his death. In sympathy, I am Jack Menefee.”

Do you ever struggle documenting the children in a family? While census records can make it 
fairly easy to place children in a family starting with1850 and working toward the present. 


However, this task is more difficult for families living prior to 1850. 


I know I often use the FamilySearch tree as a guide to help me figure out these families. While 
wills and probate records can help with this, there are times when those records don’t exist. 


Thus, the task becomes more difficult. 


Fortunately, if the father owned land, a deed might help identify the children. For my fifth 
great grandfather, James Story, I believe I found such a deed. In 1831, Joseph Story purchases 
some Fleming County, Kentucky land from several parties, including my 4th great 
grandparents, Edward Ricketts and Sarah his wife. This deed identifies the following sellers of 
the land. 


William Story and Jane his wife 
Elijah Story and Martha his wife 
e John Story 


e James Story and Rebecca his wife 

e Lewis Story and Anne his wife 

e James Graham and Mary his wife 

e Edward Ricketts and Sarah his wife 


While this family group tends to agree with the FamilySearch family for James Story, thee are 


some discrepancies. 


e FamilySearch tree has TWO children named John 
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¢ Daughter, Jane and her husband Bethel Harrison are not named in the deed 
¢ Son, George is not named in the deed 


Before I can conclude that this deed is for the children of James Story, I need to verify that 
James Story owned this land. However, this deed is a starting point for documenting the

Are you a member of the SASE (Self-addressed stamped envelopes) generation of 


genealogists? If so, you may also be a member of the ‘travel to courthouse’ generation. 


While recently going thru one of my family notebooks with the intent to make sure I had 
everything documented in my RootsMagic file and then to update sources on FamilySearch, I 


discovered some marriage records for my 4th great grandfather, Edward Ricketts. 


The photocopies in my notebook were obtained from the Fleming County (Kentucky) Clerk’s 


office using a SASE. One of the items was a photocopy from the marriage register book. 
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Since FamilySearch has not only microfilmed but also digitized many county records, I was 


able to locate this marriage register on FamilySearch. 
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While I found the marriage register in the digitized Fleming county records, there were two 


other documents in that SASE that I have not located on the FamilySearch site. The first is the 
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marriage bond. According to the documentation on my copy of the bond, this record is in 


‘Marriage Bond Box 1809 & 1810’ in the county clerk’s office in Fleming county, Kentucky. 
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Also in that bond box is a note from James Story granting permission for his daughter, Sally, 
to marry Edward Ricketts. 
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At this time, I don’t believe that it is possible to locate these marriage bonds and permissions 
for Fleming County online. Thus, it looks like those ‘old’ SASE skills or trips to county 
courthouses are still necessary to uncover some of these records. While I’m sure I used my 
copy of The Handybook for Genealogists, United States of America to figure out what records 
might be available and where to send my request, I found that the Random Acts of Genealogy 


Kindness site for Fleming County has similar information.

The Wheel of Fortune Spins 


For Registrants 
Determine Draft Order — No. 1 in Nemaha Is Ivan Bryant, Wetmore 
The wheel of fortune spins — and where — it stops nobody knows. 


The wheel is spinning in the United States for some 17 million young men. It started when 
Congress decreed that they should register for possible military service. Then came the 
registration; then the spin which gave each man in the county a serial number. Tuesday of 
this week came the whirl that determined the order in which men will behandled by the local 


draft board for filling Uncle Sam’s quotas. 


There will be many turns of the wheel. Questionnaires will be sent to the registrants, in teh 
order that master numbers were drawn at Washington. Then men will be classified. There will 
be many who for one reason or another will not be placed in Class One. As numbers are 
passed when a quota of men fromt eh county is being filled, the wheel will thus point to 


numbers father and farther down the list. 


Other circumstances will affect the wheel, too. The matter of quotas is one that has not been 


fully figured. When the army determines the number of men it will induct at a certain date, 
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there will be state quotas. Consideration will be given to the men each state already has in 
Uncle Sam’s service. It is expected this deduction will be broken into counties. There may be 


but few men in the first calls from Nemaha county for that reason. 


No. 1 from Wetmore 


The above paragraphs were written Friday morning as introductory while the nation was 


awaiting to hear the report of first numbers drawn in the national lottery at Washington. 


First number taken was No. 158. 


In Nemaha County No. 158 is held by Ivan Harold Bryant of Wetmore, who thus becomes No. 


1 on the county’s order number. No. 2 was Leo J. Spielman of Baileyville. 


It will take a little time for the county draft board to figure the order numbers, for this reason. 
Whenever a number was drawn that was higher than the number registered in this county, it 
did not apply. The first number selected which did fit into the county list became its next 


order number. 


The county draft board, too, will wait official notice from Washington concerning the draft 


numbers. The radio and press dispatches do not form an official list. 


The Order Not Yet Exact 


Daily newspapers attempt to give the order numbers of some of the men in their locality but it 


cannot be understood how this can be done with exactness. 


There are original registration cards yet floating over the country, from men who registered 
away from home. These must still be given local serial numbers as they are received by their 
boards. The Nemaha county board assigned numbers to a group yesterday and there may still 
be a few cards out. Thus it is not definite just what will be NEmaha county’s highest serial 
number. The end stands now at No. 1689. Let us suppose a person is following the order in 


which the numbers were drawn nationally and comes upon 
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column 2 

the number 1695. If the Nemaha list reaches 1695, that serial number will became an order 
number for Nemaha county; if not, the next order number will go to the next serial number 


drawn which was within the Nemaha list. 


However, if Nemaha county does reach a 1695, the effect would be only to add that number 
tot he order list and shove the order numbers below it one lower. It is the last of the first 100 


numbers which apparently apply to Nemaha county:

Recently, another genealogy blogger had a post that sharply criticized a rural Kansas 
historical society. While some of the criticism might be justified, I’d like to share my 


experiences working with such societies. 


Over the years, I have corresponded with many smaller historical and/or genealogical 
societies. At various times, I’ve also been a member of some of these societies. My 
correspondence has resulted in a wide variety of documents and family information. The wall 
of my office currently has a map of original land owners in Garrard county, Kentucky which 


was generously sent to me by a member of the Garrard County Historical Society. 


Because of my love of genealogy, I elected to spend some of my retirement time as a volunteer 
at the Nemaha County Historical Society, even though none of the branches of my family tree 


are found in Nemaha County, Kansas. 


The Nemaha County (KS) Historical Society has a twelve member board of directors. While 
some may think of a board of directors as figure-heads, our board is a group of volunteers 
doing all of the work to “Collect, Preserve and Share” the local history. As volunteers, we 


spend Tuesdays working in the museums. 


Unlike larger societies, we do not have a paid director. Not only does this limit what we can 
accomplish but it also limits the hours we can have our museums open and the ability to 


quickly respond to correspondence, including research requests. 


In an effort to assist researchers, we maintain an ‘online catalog’ of our collection called 


‘PastPerfect Online’ via the ARCHIVE link on our website. Thus, a genealogist wondering 
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whether we had a family Bible in our collection could search our collection for the keyword, 


Bible, to see what we have. 


Our website also has a Genealogy page with links to the digitized versions of many of the 
county newspapers. A recent addition to this page is a link to, Genealogy Resources, a site 
providing links to a variety of historical and genealogical resources for Nemaha County, 


Kansas. 


As someone who has spent years researching her family tree using a variety of records, I know 
that the Nemaha County Historical Society has wealth of information about Nemaha county 


families buried in its collections. I’m sure the same is true of many other small societies. 


My advice to fellow genealogists when searching for that elusive family information in a 


smaller (or even large) historical or genealogical society is to

Be patient 
Be Kind 
About our museums 


The old sheriffs residence and jail was the first museum under the auspices of the Nemaha 
County Historical Society.

Do you have a family scrapbook, photo album or Bible in your possession? If so, have you 
documented how you obtained ownership of the item(s)? While most of the photo albums, 
funeral books and family Bibles were passed down to me by my grandmothers, I am 


encountering an issue where I need to document the provenance of a photocopy. 


While I use FamilySearch’s watch feature to monitor changes to many of the James Crawford 
families I’ve researched along with my ancestors, most of the changes are for the addition of 
sources and memories or for cleaning up dates and places. Thus, I only check these changes 
about once a month. A recent check found that the family of Ozias (KHPF-QW9) and Mary 
(Kennedy) Wells (9V31-KKM) had a child named Thurston (9NPK-FY6) added. Since my 
Wells line goes thru Thurston Kennedy Wells (LZF8-V2M) that placed two sons named 
Thurston in the family of Ozias and Mary Wells.

Thus, the question: what proof do I have that Thurston Kennedy Wells is the son of Ozias and 
Mary Wells? While I likely have multiple sources linking Thurston K. Wells of Kansas to Mary 
Wells of Michigan or to other children of Mary, the first source uncovered when looking for 


documentation of a relationship was a photocopy of pages tucked into the family Bible. 
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The ‘Family Record’ pages of the Bible includes information about WELLS and MENTZER 
family members.

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Many of the Family Record entries support the Bible being owned by someone in Kansas. At 
this time, I believe this family Bible was in the possession of Thurston Kennedy Wells who 
died in Woodson County Kansas and passed down to his daughter, Annie Wells Mentzer. 
From Annie, the Bible was passed down to her daughter, Cecile Mentzer Beine and then to 


Annie’s granddaughter, Doris Beine Ryan. 


With the Ozias Wells family information tucked into this Bible, I think the provenance of the 


Bible is a strong argument for Thurston K. Wells of Kansas being the son of Ozias and Mary 
Wells of Michigan. 


While the Bible record had been added to FamilySearch as a memory for Ozias Wells, the 
other family members were not tagged in it. Since I feel that this record supports the Kansas 
Thurston, I will work to get everyone tagged. I will also go thru my other documentation and 
add sources and memories to FamilySearch to support my belief that Thurston K. Wells is a 
son of Ozias and Mary Wells.

As I was going thru my RICKETTS notebook and files, I came across some research that Betty 
Wasmer did for me in Woodson County Kansas records. Since this research is primarily a 
transcription from the indexes, I checked FamilySearch to see whether the actual records 
were available. I did not find anything on FamilySearch for the death or birth records that 
were transcribed. I did find a set of marriage records, Kansas County Marriages, 1855-1911, 


that links to images of the actual licenses.

Forming New Draft Board 


From County Posts 
Burden Will Thus Fall on Men Already Public Salaried 


The Nemaha county draft board is being reorganized. The county commissioners have 
recommended that Sheriff Loyd Cobun, Register of Deeds Bert Stratton and O. J. Ward, 
deputy county clerk, be appointed for this federal public service. 


The three men are already in public salaried positins so that the additional duty will not be a 
burden on them that it would be to persons in ordinary civil life. If their draft board work is 


too heavy, they will be able to transfer some of their regular duties to other help in the offices. 


At the present time, all are living at Seneca, so they will not have car expense in meeting here, 
yet at the same time they formerly lived in three separate sections of the county: Mr. Stratton 


at Oneida, Mr. Cobun at Sabetha and Mr. Ward in the sunny Knoll community 


The recommendation for appointment of the three men thus seems to be a happy solution for 
what had been a nettling problem. C. V. Haynes of Sabetha, W. E. McNeil of Goff and George 
Hutton, Seneca, have been members of the board but there was no provision to pay a bit of 


their expenses, and with two men driving to Seneca each day and with all three losing time 
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from their private work in order to donate their service, it was a situation which could not be 
expected to continue. Mr. Haynes, Mr. McNeil and Mr. Hutton were good men on the job. 


They handled the assignment of serial numbers and other work with dispatch.

First Quota Light 
Expect State’s First 157 Men will be from Enlistment 


No one can answer definitely the question of Nemaha county young men as to when they are 
apt to be called for a year of military service. About all that can be told is something of the 


approximate order. 


The Courier-Tribune last week printed the names of the first 100 men in the draft order, as 


accurately as they could be given from press reports of the national drawing. 


Today, the names of the next 400 men are listed, again unofficially. This makes a total of 500 
men. The list is probably only approximate. For instance, there are a few registration cards 
just received at the draft board office this morning which will have to be given serial numbers. 
Some of these serial numbers may become new order numbers in the first 500. 
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The county received its official master list Saturday and bundles of questionnaires to be sent 
registrants. Another official master list came today. It will be the draft board’s next job to 


make up an official order list for the county. 
First Draft Quota Nov. 22 


The state of Kansas has been ordered to furnish 157 men in a period from Nov. 22 to 25. This 
is less than two to a county and it is expected that the quota will be filled by those who desire 
to volunteer their services early. In fact a state dispatch from Topeka states more than the 


number of men needed are available. 


Washington has announced that, nation wide, 30,000 draftees will be called this month and 
by next July, 800,000. The Kansas share of this quota has been announced as 8,388. Making 
a guess from that figure, Nemaha county would not have over 80 men and perhaps less 
because this county already has enlistments. But continuing the guess, let us suppose the 
Nemaha county quota is 80; that one man in five registered is available. That would mean 


going down 400 draft order numbers by next July. 


A few men may still have questions on what has happened to their registration cards. They 
should hang onto their receipts to show they have registered. There is a little confusion, on 
the county borders. A man who gave his address as Pawnee for instance, though he lived in 
Nemaha county, may find his card has thus been transmitted to Nebraska; a Nemaha county 


man of Vermillion address may have had his card sent to Marshall county.

Do you have old obituary clippings in your files? Do any of those clippings hint at a tragic 


cause of death but not provide any details? 


As I was going thru my WELLS family notebook, I came across one such clipping for Samuel 


Clark Wells and his wife, Icy Yola Brooks. 


9 9 Wells 


Samuel Clark Wells was born January 30, 1892, in Vanburan county, 
Iowa. He removed with his parents in 1907 to Woodson county, Kansas, 
where he has since made his home. 

Icy Yola Brooks was born in Caldwell county, Missouri, August 25, 1891, 
and came with her parents to this county in 1907 

These two were united in marriage on July 9, 1913, and to this union was 
born a son, Edgar, May 29, 1914. 

Clark was converted to Christ in 1908 and became a member of the 
Christian church. He held his faith until his death. He was a true husband, 
an affectionate father a kind and thoughtful son and a helpful brother. 
Icy was converted in 1905, joined the Methodist Episcopal church and was 
baptised in 1908. She lived a true and devoted Christian life. She was a 
devoted wife, a loving mother, a kind and affectionate daughter, a true 
and faithful sister and a friend to all. 

Little Edgar came into this home to brighten, to cheer and to inspire. His 
life shone int he home as the brightest of stars shines in the heavens — but 


there came a cloud that overcast the bright star and its light cannot be 
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seen. But behind that cloud that light is still shining and will be a signal to 
point us on to glory. 
Clark leaves his father and mother, MR. and Mrs. w. H. Wells, three 
brothers and two sisters. 
Icy leaves her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Brooks, and six 
brothers to mourn their loss. 
Funeral services were conducted at the Christian church by the pastor, W. 
F. Kohl, and the whole community paid its sad respects and offered its 
sympathies to the stricken friends. The bodies were laid to rest in 


Graceland cemetery to await the call of God. 


While my clipping only had the date of the paper (May 13, 1915), I knew from other research 
that Samuel Wells lived in Kansas. Thus, I was able to search Newspapers.com and found the 


obituary in the 13 May 1915 issue of the Woodson County Journal. 


Further searching of Woodson County, Kansas papers uncovered two articles in other 


newspapers that provided the cause of death of Clark, Icy and Edgar Wells. 


9 9 Triple Tragedy at Reservoir 
One of the saddest things that has ever occurred in Yates Center was the 
death by drowning on Sunday of Mr. and Mrs. Clark Wells and their 
eleven months old baby. They were at the home of Clark’s father, W. H. 
Wells, one mile west and a half mile south of town. About eight o’clock 
Sunday morning Clark said to his wife, “let’s go for a boat ride,” and, 
together with the baby, went toward the lake. It was an ideal morning for 
a row. It would have been hard to find a more perfect May day. The water 
was never more smooth, the skies more intensely blue. Mr. Wells Sr had 
been up most of the night with a severe toothache and had lain down soon 
after breakfast to get some rest. Shortly after 10 o'clock he arose, went 
outside and noting the upturned boat, became alarmed. He phoned to the 


water plant and finding that they had not been there, turned in the alarm. 
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Chas. Sticher, who was fishing near by went in and without much trouble 
succeeded in recovering the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. wells In the meantime 
the alarm had brought a number of doctors who set heroically to work 
with the pulmotor. Dr Dingus, who came by way of the dam and was 
rowed across, accidentally discovered the body of he bab fully 400 feet 
from the others floating among the weeds. For fully two hours the doctors 
did allin their power to bring back a spark of life to the three, but it was 
useless for it had been too long. Geo. Winn, who passed the scene of the 
tragedy shortly after 8 o’clock, had noted the overturned boat, which was 
a frail little craft at best. No one will ever know just how the accident 
occurred, but it must have happened soon after they had entered the boat, 
as the bodies were recovered near the shore. Mr. and Mrs. Brooks, the 
father and mother of Mrs. Wells, had started for Oklahoma at 3 o’clock 
Sunday morning. They arrived home Monday afternoon. The stricken 
families have the deepest sympathy of the entire community. 
The funeral services were held Wednesday afternoon at 3 o’clock from the 
Christian church, conducted by Rev. W. F. Kohl. A large crowd was in

Mr. and Mrs. Clark Wells and baby boy were drowned Sunday morning 
in the West end of the reservoir near their home. They left the house early 
in the morning for a pleasure ride in their row boat. Several persons 
passing along saw the upturned boat but were ignorant of the awful 
tragedy that had occurred. Mr. We..’s father with whom the young people 
were living noticed the boat and not seeing any near knew that they were 
beneath the waves. He first notified the near neighbors and later the word 
was phoned into town. This was about 10:30. Rescue parties went tot hem 


as soon as automobiles could be secured. The Wells bows had found the 
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body of Mrs. Wells by the time that help had arrived. She was soon 
brought to shore. The search for Clark and the baby was kept up. Charles 
Sticher finally located the body of Clark by diving to the bottom some 
fifteen feet and with much exertion brought him to shore. The baby was 
later found more than 100 yards away, it having floated into some grass 
and was only a few inches under water. 

Several hundred people had gathered by that time and for several hours 
doctors with the help of the strong men there worked to resuscitate them 
but to no avail. It was fully one o’clock p.m. before all hope had been 
abandoned. It is now thought that they had been under water for several 
hours. This however was not known at first as no one saw the accident. 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Brooks, father and mother of Mrs. Wells had started 
for Western Oklahoma on the early morning train and had not reached 
their destination when the accident occurred. They were intercepted by 
wire west of Wichita and they arrived here ont eh afternoon train 
Monday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wells were each 23 years old. They had been married since 
July 1913 and had but the one child. The life of the entire family was lost at 
the same moment. They leave many relatives to mourn who have the 
sympathy of the community. They were all lain to rest in the Yates Center 
Cemetery Wednesday afternoon after service at the Christian Church by 
Rev. .

Sivst Generation and Children. 


1. Exper JOHN WHITE was one of the first settlers of 
Cambridge in Massachusetts, of Hartford in Connecticut, and 
of Hadley in Massachusetts. Neither the time nor the place 
of his birth is known. From the ages of his children, and the 
time of his death, it may reasonably be inferred that he was 
born between the years 1595 and 1605. His connection with 
the Revorend Thomas Hooker and his church renders it 
probable that ho had known and valued Hooker’s ministry in 
England. Chelmsford,—the county-town of Essex County,— 
about thirty miles north-east of London, was the scat of 


Hooker’s labors; and it has been plausibly conjectured, by - 


historians, that the company who attached themselves to 
him were mostly from Chelmsford and its vicinity. An 
examination of the parish register of Chelmsford shows that 
the name of White was 2 common one in that town; but 
there is no satisfactory evidence connecting tho subject of this 
sketch with any of the families named in the parish register. 
Some extracts from the public records at Chelmsford are 
given in the Appendix to this volume. 

The first certain knowledge we have of John White is as a 
passenger in the ship Lyon, Captain Peirce, which sailed from 
England about the twenty-second of June, 1632, and arrived 
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pryveuly MIer IS Tern WO Dartiord. 
His will names the six following children, two or three of 


whom were born in England.

Whether we realize it or not, we have likely used AI technology, even in our genealogy 
research. Now, thanks to ChatGPT 3.5 and the experimentation of other genealogists, one can 


turn a timeline into a biography. 


Randy Seaver used a RootsMagic report to demonstrate this in his post, Writing an AI 
Narrative Report in ChatGPT for David Auble (1817-1894). He based his attempt on Brenda 
Leyndyke’s post Writing a Family History Story Using Artificial Intelligence 

(AI) (posted 6 November 2023 on her Journey to the Past blog). 


Since I often use the narrative reports from RootsMagic, I had to see how this worked in order 


to compare the AI report with the RootsMagic report. 


Like Randy, I used the ‘timeline’ report to generate my ‘list of facts’. I did turn the endnotes 
off for this attempt. I then copied the directions Randy used substituting the family 


information for Washington Marion Crawford.

Nelson Garfield Crawford, 75, former postmaster and long-time post 
office employe, died late this morning in Trinity Hospital where he had 
been a patient since last August. He had been in failing health for several 
years. 

Funeral arrangements will be made later. The body is at the Hulpieu- 
Swaim Funeral Home. 

Mr. Crawford was born October 29, 1881 in West Lebanon, Ind. When he 
was a child he moved with his parents, Mr. And Mrs. Marion Crawford, to 
a soldier’s claim southwest of Dodge City. The family later moved to 
Dodge City, and Mr. Crawford attended the local schools. He entered the 
postal service when he was a young man and sered in various capacities 
for 47 years. 

He was postmaster from March 1 1928 to April 1936, later becoming 
superintendent of mails. Mr. Crawford retired in July 1948. 

Mr. Crawford and Miss Cora Adams were married July 7, 1907. Mrs. 
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Crawford died December 6, 1947. Mr. Crawford later married Mrs. Grace 
Nicoll Stateler, who survives. 
Other survivors are a stepdaughter, Mrs. Donald Gleckler of Salem Ore.; 
two cousins, Mrs. Elsie Smart of Moreen, Ind. And Mrs. Martha Crudge of 
Attica, Ind. And several nephews and nieces. 
Mr. Crawford had been a member of the Methodist Church since he was 11 
years old. He was a member of St. Bernard Lodge No. 222 a. F. And A. M.

Have you purchased a yDNA test for yourself or a male relative? Have the results helped you 


with that branch of your tree? 


I am currently managing three BigY tests for my CRAWFORD line and still have a brick wall! 
I am fortunate that a lot of Crawford family members have not only tested but have done BigY 
testing. The Crawford Clan is also fortunate to have a wonderful administrator of our yDNA 


group. 


My brother was placed in the Rib-01A group. Thanks to another clan member, we think this 
group’s DNA goes back to James Crawford of Ardmillan. While that means my Crawford 
ancestry may go back to Scotland in the 1600s, I’m still stuck in Kentucky/Virginia in the 
1790s. 


When the yDNA results first came back, I was informed that my closest match descended 
from Edward Crawford (1762 or 1770 to 1826). This Edward Crawford line is stuck in Overton 


County, Tennessee. So far, I have not found anything connecting my Crawford line to Edward. 


As more people have had tests done, the Rib-01A group has grown. One of those additions is 
a descendant of James and Martha Crawford — or the other James as I refer to them. James 
and Martha were married in Lincoln County, KY and later moved to Preble county, Ohio. In 
Preble county, James (and Martha) owned land next to my James Crawford. While records 
often show these two men as senior and/or junior, there is only about 2 years difference in 
their ages. When James and Martha migrated with their children and their families, my 


ancestor, Nelson G. Crawford, also migrated. Over the years, I’ve worked with this descendant 
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to research both families in hopes of finding a connection. We were hoepful that yDNA would 


prove that we are related. Unfortunately, it did not. 


In January 2020, I also met another Crawford research who had just received the results for 
her father. He descends from James and Rebecca (Anderson) Crawford. James and Rebecca 
resided in Garrard county, Kentucky when my ancestor, James (wife Sally), and the other 
James (wife Martha) also lived in the area. Again yDNA did not prove a relationship between 
my James and the James that married Rebecca. However, it does show a relationship 
between James (wife Rebecca) and the other James (wife Martha). A third tester joins this 
group: a descendant of WIlliam Nelson Crawford. The current theory is that WIlliam Nelson 


Crawford is a grandson of James and Martha thru their son John. 


Also in our little Rib-01A group is a descendant of David Crawford. Unfortunately, none of 


the trees for the other members of Rib-01A show a connection to David Crawford. 


Ironically, the FamilySearch tree connects the ancestry of James (wife Rebecca) and James 
(wife Martha) to the ancestry of Alexander Crawford (wife Mary McPheeters). And yes, I am 
aware that there are a ton of trees that mistakenly connect to Alexander and Mary Crawford. 
What I find inteesting is that in the Rib-o01F portion of the Crawford yDNA project are two 


tests whose trees either go back to Alexander or go thru Alexander to an older genertion. 


I have researched the tree going thru John Irbin Crawford back to Alexander and Mary 
McPheeters and feel that the paper research supports this tree. I am in the process of 


researching the tree that goes thru John Crawford who married Sarah Blake.

So, what have I learned by completing this chart? 


¢ First, there are two lines that I would like to find a descendant to do yDNA testing: 
William Crawford, probably brother to James (wife Rebecca) and Alexander Crawford, 
who lived in Garrard county about the same time as the three James Crawfords. 

¢ Second, I want to look at John Crawford (1698-?) to see what I can learn about his 
descendants. 

¢ Third, I still believe it is possible that the James Crawford lines of Garrard County, 
Kentucky have a common ancestor with descendants of Alexander Crawford. That 
common ancestor may be Robert Alexander Crawford and his wife, Marie Shaw.

Mr. and Mrs. Geo. E. Weeks of northeast of Axtell, received the heartbreaking news from the 
War Department, Monday, stating that their only son, Pvt. George A. Weeks, had been killed 
in action Nov. 9, somewhere in France. George was 22 years old the 8th of last August; he had 
been in the Army since last May, training at Camp Hood, Texas. He was home for a short 
furlough the latter part of September and had been overseas only a few weeks before giving 
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his life for his country. 

Previous to his entering the Army, George helped his parents farm. He was a very friendly lad 
and held in high esteem by all who knew him. Besides his parents, George is survived by four 
sisters, Mildred, Mrs. Lloyd Suggett, Beattie; Ruby, Mrs Harry Alspach, Sabetha; Clara, Mrs.

Pvt. George A. Weeks, 22, son of Mr. and Mrs. Geo. E. Weeks, near Axtell, was killed in action 
November 29, in France, according to word received by his parents from the War Department 


a week ago Monday. 


Entering the army in May of this year, he had received his training at Camp Hood, Tex., and 
was home on a short furlough in September before going overseas. He had been across only a 


few weeks at the time of his death. 


Born August 8, 1922, at Baileyville, he attended Carroll school and Seneca high school. Prior 


to entering the army he assisted in the operation of the family farm. 


In addition to his parents, he is survived by four sisters, Mrs. Mildred Suggett, Beattie; Mrs. 
Ruby Alspach, Sabetha; Mrs. Clara Biddle, Santa Anas, calif.; and Mrs. Gladys Fairfield, near

Do you have family traditions for Thanksgiving? Is your family able to get together? Are there 


favorite foods served? Have you ever gotten up extra early on Black Friday to go shopping? 


When I was in grade school, Thanksgiving meant a big dinner at my grandmother’s house in 
Dodge City. While ’'m sure my mom helped, my grandmother was the primary cook. The 
menu was fairly traditional: turkey, dressing, mashed potatoes and gravy. However, my 
grandmother also fixed candied sweet potatoes and scalloped oysters. In addition, the menu 
included green beans, a jello salad of some sort, carrots, celery, green onions, and olives (both 
green and black). Sometimes grandma would sneak in a squash dish that I didn’t really like — 


but had to eat regardless. (See older post: Tradition) 


The only dish we children were not required to taste was the scalloped oysters. After a year or 
two of forcing us to eat them, the adults gave up and let us pass up putting any oysters on our 


plates. 


While the table was laden with food, another room had a spot laden with dessert. Grandma 


always made pumpkin, pecan and cherry pie. 


Today, my ‘tradition’ is different. Like my grandmother, I am a pie baker, making several 


pumpkin pies (for church) and a pecan pie (for family). 


Instead of helping to prepare a family dinner, I volunteer at our local church to prepare a 
community Thanksgiving dinner (delivered or carry-out only). Early on Thanksgiving day, I 
report to the kitchen to help prepare the dressing (from scratch) and put the turkey (already 


cooked) in the roasters to warm. Later in the morning, I sometimes stay to help the next shift 
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package up the pumpkin pie and jello salads. Later that day, my husband I will enjoy a family 


thanksgiving dinner with my brother and his family.

graduated with degrees in physical science education (think chemistry and physics). 


To allow family to only make one trip to Emporia, we were married the day after graduation. 
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That fall, my husband would begin what became a 42 year career of teaching chemistry and 
physics at Nemaha Valley High School (now called Nemaha Central High School). While 
Nemaha Valley wasn’t among the smallest schools in Kansas, it did not have a need for two 
chemistry teachers. Thus, I started my chemistry teaching career at Centralia and Frankfort 
High Schools. Two years later, I was able to join my husband at Nemaha Valley by branching 
out and teaching biology. 


Knowing that either my husband or myself needed to branch out into a different area, I 
elected to pursue a master’s degree in librarianship. It was while working on my masters that 
I discovered I like ‘information retrieval’ or in today’s terms searching / researching. I would 
wait 7 years after obtaining my degree in librarianship before leaving the biology classroom to 


become the school librarian. 


About the time I finished my library degree, my grandmother asked me to help her find where 
her grandmother was buried. Thus, my venture into genealogy started duirng the decade of 


the 70s. 


The late 70’s also saw the introduction of the first computers, Pets, into the high school. While 
I didn’t teach the computer class, I learned to use these and spent several snow days entering 


the biology inventory into the computer. 


Even though the 70s are mostly memories, they've had a huge impact on my life today.

Have you heard of ‘funeral ships’? While researching the military service and death of Private 
George Weeks, I learned that his body was transported home from Germany aboard the 


Lawrence Victory in 1948. 


Curious about the ship, Lawrence Victory, I found that it and several other ships were tasked 
with transporting the bodies of fallen servicemen and women home after World War II. These 
ships were giventhe nickname, funeral ships. A quick search of Newspapers.com turned up 


several articles about these ships and the return of the war dead to the United States. 


99 5860 European War Dead Due 


New York, Aug. 17 — AP — The bodies of 5,864 American war dead, 
including many who fell in the bitter fighting at St. Lo, are scheduled to 
arrive at the Brooklyn Army base Thursday aboard the U.S. Army

The dead are the largest single group to be returned since the arrival of 
the first war dead vessel in October, 1947, the New York Port of 
Embarkation said.

Even though I would like to think that all of my genealogy research, photos and files would 


last forever, I question the reality of that thought. However, I am hopeful. 
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Much of my hope is based on the idea of sharing. For example, I had two great aunts on my 
dad’s side of the tree that had not only researched my Crawford and Currey heritage but 
willingly shared their findings with me. One of my mother’s distant cousins authored a ‘book’ 
about my BRILES line and shared it with family. Thus, for my research to benefit future 
generations, I have to be willing to ‘pass it on’. Even though I have shared my research thru 
this blog, a public tree on Ancestry, and somewhat on FamilySearch, I need to make more of 


an effort to share. 


Recently someone asked ‘Is WikiTree Really Worth the Bother‘ in the WikiTree Members 
Group on Facebook. While the comments to this question reflect both viewpoints, several of 


the responses indicated they are using WikiTree to preserve research into the future. 


While I continue to ponder purchasing storage on Forever, I can (and should) work on doing 


more to share my research.

Don’t you love a good obituary? I know that I love it when I find one that identifies many 
family members. My recent find doesn’t actually identify parents or siblings. However, it does 


provide clues! 


My 3rd great grandfather, Henry F. Burke died in 1845 in Platte County, Missouri. His 
father’s probate case ties John Burke to Henry’s children. However, I don’t have much 
information about Henry’s mother. Thus, I celebrate when I find an obituary providing clues 


about Henry’s parents. 

Clues in Franklin P. Burke’s obituary 
¢ mother died when Franklin war 4 (or in 1832) 
¢ father died when Franklin was 13 (or in 1841) 


¢ moved to Platte county when 13 (1841) with older brother and other relatives 


The older brother is likely my 3rd great grandfather, Henry F. Burke. At this time, I haven’t 


identified the ‘other relatives’. 


9 9 Franklin P. Burke 


Franklin P. Burke was born near Lebanon, Tennessee, September 12, 
1828. He died at his home in Winslow, Mo., at 8:50 pm Sunday, Feb. 18, 
1923, age 94 years, 5 months, 6 days. 
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His mother died when he was four years old, and his father passed away 
when Franklin P. was but thirteen years of age. At the age of thirteen, he 
came to Platte county, Missouri, with his older brother and other 
relatives. Being too young to enlist as a soldier, at the age of seventeen, he 
enlisted as a teamster in the government service of the Mexican War and 
served two years. In this service he drove a team of six yoke oxen from 
Leavenworth by way of Santa Fe trail and over the Rattoon mountains to 
Los Vegas, Mexico, where they spent the winter. In the spring he entered 
the regular soldier service and served during the war. After his two years 
of war service he returned and was mustered out at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, and he came home to his people who were then living on the farm 
which Mr. Burke has owned so many years near Winslow and still owned 
at the time of his death. He bought this part of the tract of land of his 
brother-in-law when Mr. Burke was about nineteen years of age. He 
received land warrants or patents from the government for part of the 
farm which has long been known as the Franklin P. Burke homestead. 
From this it may be seen that Mr. Burke had lived in the Winslow 
community about 80 years at the time of his call to the home above. 
Franklin P. Burke was married to Miss Katharine Keener, October 2, 1851. 
To this union ten children were born, two sons and eight daughters — W. 
F. Burke, Mrs. Addie M. Noel of Kansas City, Mo; Mrs. Sarah A. Botts of 
Yale, Oklahoma; Mrs. Lilly M. Fly of Cashmere, California, Mrs. Mary N. 
Massie, Of Houston, Texas; Mrs. Lucy Philips, deceased; Mrs. Ella Grantz, 
of Kansas City; Marion I. Burke of Lewiston, Montana; Mrs. Rausa E. 
Severe of Childers, Texas, and Mrs. Fannie Lowery of Winslow. There are 
43 living grandchildren, 52 living great grandchildren, and 2 living great 
great grandchildren. 
In the passing away of Franklin P. Burke, the Winslow community and 
DeKalb county north west Missouri has lost one of its well known and 
most highly esteemed Christian men, whose life should be an inspiration 
to all whose good fortune it has been to know him. Early in life, at the age 
of nineteen, he was converted and united with the M. E. Church, South, 
and has ever lived an exemplary Christian life, always being liberal in the 


support of the church and all worthy enterprises of the place and 
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community in which he lived. He will be very much missed and mourned, 
not only by his family, but by all who knew this good man. While he 
accepted the inevitable events of life and death without complaint, he 
looked into the future with the hope and assurance of a blessed eternity in 
that city whose builder and maker is God. 
Oh, that all would so live that as the afternoon hours of life are passing 
and life’s setting sun is nearing the horizon, one could look back to a life so 
well rendered and look up and on to the great beyond with such hope and 
assurance of a peaceful eternity in the home with the blessed Master who 
is ever ready to say to the faithful, “Well don, thou good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joys of thy Lord.” 
The funeral service, under the auspices of the Masonic Order, were held at 
the Methodist church in Winslow at 2 p.m. Thursday, February 22nd, and 
the remains, with the appropriate burial ceremonies of the order, were

Letters from Service Men 


From Cpl. Virgil F. Brown 


Cpl. Virgil F. Brown, who has been promoted and has a slight different adress since last The 
Herald heard writes from Middle River, Md : 

I’ve been on the go most of the time. I am at the Martin B-26 bomber factory receiving more 
trainign. While I was at Sheppard Field I took a course in air mechanics on B-25s and B-26s 
and advanced trainers. I was fortunate to receive a good average and was sent her for one 
month’s training on the B-26. The ship is a good one, but it has been found that our pilots 
haven’t had enough training and don’t understand it as they should. 

Most of those sent here have passed a physical to become aerial engineers, so-called flying 
crew chief and gunners. We are assigned to a crew and stay together. HEre at the factory we 
work on the line and see the plane built from start to finish. Then it’s taken out on the ramp 
and is checked. We go along with the inspectors while they inspect everything on the plane. 
The test pilot then takes a short hop and he really puts the plane through a test. In case he 
finds anything wrong, he marks it down and it’s up to us to make the correction. 

I was recently called on to set a tire and load value which is used on the landing gear system 
which wasn’t set properly. When it’s not in time the plane usually has to make a belly landing, 
but this pilot got the gears down and locked and made the landing okay. I jacked the plane up 
set the value and operated the gears on the jacks. When the job was completed took the plane 
to the runway and warmed it up for a second test. The pilot took over and said “Grab your 


chute we’re going up” My heart was really pounding. When the pilot asks you to go for a flight 
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you can’t turn him down, so you know every job you do has to be right. for there’s no stopping 
and fixing up in the wide open places. We made the test okay, but I was watching the gear 
indicator all the time to make sure the gears were down and locked before the landing. As 
long as I’ve been here every plane has checked out okay. Boys who are crew chiefs fly out of 
here and say in their letters that they have no troubles whatsoever with this plane. 

My work will be done Monday and Ill be shipped out Tuesday somewhere else, hard to say 
where. This place is swell. We stay in dormitories, two to each room. Rooms are modern in 
every way. We don’t have to clean our rooms ourselves but have colored porters who do the 
work. Never thought that would take place in army life. Food is the best one can eat. We have 
women cooks who do the serving. Talk of home cooking, we are sure getting it here. The 
soldiers call this the soldier’s paradise. We have each night off and get week end pases to 
Washington D C 40 miles form here, and Ne York City, which is only a three hour ride. Each 
Saturday the train stops near the post for those going to new York. There are only about 600 
soldiers on this post and I have never heard any of them say a word against it. 

Mother sends me the paper and I sure enjoy reading it. Glad to hear the State Guard is getting 
along well. Keep on the beam, for it sure will help those who come into the service. I drilled in 
my sleep many a nigh when I was taking my basic training. tell the home folks to keep their 


chins up and we'll keep ‘em flying with thumbs up.

Sgt. Virgil Brown is Missing in Action 
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Sgt. Virgil Brown, son of Mr. and Mrs. Bill Brown of Sabetha, is missing in action somewhere 
over Germany. Accoutering to news received from the war department, Brown, an engineer 
on a B-24 Liberator bomber, failed to return February 20 form a bombing mission to 
Brunswick, A German city about 150 miles northeast of Berlin. Mr. and Mrs. Brown received a 
telegram March 20, telling them that Virgil was missing in action, and last week they received 
a letter from the war department giving some details of the mission. The Browns maintain the 
hope that their son parachuted to safety, but so far no word other than the bare facts that he 
was lost on the Brunswick bombing mission has been received. A few days prior to the raid on 
which he was lost he wrote his parents that he had a new pilot, implying that he lost his 
former pilot on a raid. Also he told of parachuting to safety after his bomber had iced up over 
England and the pilot could not keep the plane in the air. He jumped from 300 feet and was 
not injured but the bombardier was killed and another crew member suffered a broken leg. 
The pilot managed to get the plane under control an instant before the bomber hit the ground 


and landed safely in an English meadow.

St. Sgt. Richard Bindel Is Missing in Action 


With the vastly increased aerial warfare being waged over German occupied Europe from 
England it is inevitable that among the many from this area who are fighting aboard the 
American bombers, some must be among the missing. But each time one is reported it comes 
with the same shock to the community. S. Sgt. Richard C. Bindel, son of Mr. and Mrs. A. J. 
Bindel of the Fidelity neighborhood, has been reported missing in action, April 5 over France. 
The Bindels received the telegram from the War Department announcing the fact Saturday 
afternoon. There was not further details. 

Sgt. Bindel was an aerial engineer and top turret gunner on a B-24 Liberator bomber. Three 


weeks ago, in the Herald of April 5, the date Bindel was missing and the same issue that 
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announced Set. Virgil Brown of Sabetha, also a B-24 engineer, was missing, this newspaper 
published a letter form Sgt. Bindel to his parents. He mentioned that he thought Melvin 
Breeden was located near him and asked for his address. He spoke of the weather the 
slowness of his mail, that he was trying, though without success, to buy a radio. He concluded 
“Tell everyone hello for me and to keep the home fires burning as I'll be back some day. 

If what Lt. Robert Fulton, bomber navigator and son of Louis Fulton of Sabetha say is 
accurate, there appears hope that Sgt. Bindel and Sgt Brown and my others may come back, 
despite the reports of their being missing. LT. Fulton wrote that there must be a high 
percentage of bomber crews saved, because when he has seen bombers go down, he always 


sees ten parachutes open, soon afterward. 


While searching other sources for information about Virgil Brown, I found that Fold 3 has a 
database called US Missing Air Crew Reports. This set of records includes reports for the 


plane Virgil Brown was aboard.

Home Boys in Sea War Zone 


Many are Worried 
Twenty or More Nemaha County Seamen are with Pacific Fleet 


Like every other county in the nation, the hearts of Nemaha mothers and fathers are troubled 
by lack of news of sons who are in the Pacific zone of hostilities. The Courier-Tribune 
yesterday had information of at least 20 who are on sea duty in the battle ares or on the west 
coast. The correct number may be nearer 30. 

President Roosevelt explained in a radio address to the nation Tuesday night that battle 
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information will be contingent upon two things. It will not be released until accuracy is 
checked. It will not be forthcoming if there is a possibility of giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy. It is clear that news in many cases will be long delayed. 

Newspapers and radio are under a voluntary censorship. That is the reason why editors have 
deleted names of warcraft int he following article, with the exception of the Oklahoma and the 
West Virginia, said to have been destroyed or heavily damaged in Pearl Harbor. 

Monday this paper printed a story from Goff that Billy Henry, formerly of that place, was 
aboard the Oklahoma. Today, our Bern correspondent reports that Galen Haffner, son of 
Alyce Haffner, was on the Oklahoma and that James Simon, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joe Simon, 
was on the West Virginia. 

As things stand now, it is estimated Nemaha county has approximately 285 men int he 
service. There are 78 men in the Navy, 61 in the Army; seven in the Marine COrps; two in 
Coast Guard, 72 in the National Guard and 65 in Selective Service. 

Bennie Koelzer, son of Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Koelzer of St. Benedict, is serving his second hitch 
in the Navy and is in his 5th year of duty. He is working as foreman in charge of diesel engine 
work at the Bremerton Washington Naval Station. He will likely be there till January. 

Bennie Engelken, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joe Engelken, Seneca, is a sailor based on Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii. Recently Bennie and Gene Henry, son of Mr. and Mrs. Tony Henry, had a 
week-end together in Honolulu. Gene is also a sailor in the zone of hostilities. 

Frank Fangman, son of Mrs. Joe Kramer, is aboard a USS Aircraft carrier which is now in 
Hawaiian waters and it is certain he is a busy young man these days. His mother had a letter 
from him the other day, written on Thanksgiving. 

Richard Heideman, son of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Heideman, and Leonard Koehler, son of Mr. 
and MRs. John Koehler, are in Frisco. Richard is a torpedoist. He just recently returned from 
South American waters. Leonard is in aviation. Both lads expected to be home on holiday 
leave but that’s doubtful now. 

Leander Haug, son of Mrs. Barney Haug, south of Baileyville, is aboard and American 
submarine last reported int he Philippine area. Leander is a son of the late Barney Haug, who 
drowned in the Vermillion early last summer. “Bud” Haug Leander’s younger brother, was 
recently discharged from the Navy so that he could help his mother on the farm. He is now 
home. 


Paul Gerber, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Gerber, Seneca, returned from Hawaii six weeks ago

Many young men of this area are in the Navy, some assigned to ships that have been int he 
thick of the Naval war zones that became active Sunday. 
Melvin Grimm, son of Mrs. Nora Grimm, is attached to a ship that has been stationed at Pearl 


Harbor, so vigorously attacked Sunday at Honolulu. 
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George and Ira Bieri, sons of Mr. and Mrs. Jonathan Bieri, formerly of near Oneida now 
located at Lansing, Kas. are on the USS Detroit stationed at Pearl Harbor. these boys are 
nephews of Mrs. Henry Imthurn of Sabetha. 

Lt. Horace Moulton is on the US Flagship Enterprise which has been based at Pearl Harbor. 
He is ason of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Moulton of Sabetha. The Moultons have had no word of 
their son. 

Floyd Perkins, son of George Perkins, who works for Watson Bros. in Sabetha is with the 
Marines at Pearl Harbor. 

Loyd Dirst, former Sabetha boy and nephew of Mrs. James Drolet of Sabetha, is with the 
Marines stationed at Midway Island, which has been reported captured by the Japanese. The 
report so far is unconfirmed but it is considered possible it is correct. 

Yeoman Roy Pendergrass, son of Mr. and Mrs. Roy Pendergrass of Sabetha, is on the US 
Aircraft Carrier Saratoga, based at Pearl Harbor. 

George Fritch of Morrill, Former Sabetha Herald employee, has been assigned to the 
battleship Idaho on the east coast. 

Landon Howery, son of Maurice Howery of MOrrill, is on the battleship West Virginia, 
reported sunk or disabled in the Pacific. 

Milo Marion, son of A. A. Marion, of Morrill, has been on customs office duty in Honolulu. 
Dale Fike, former Sabetha boy, is on the Chaumont, a Naval vessel, type not known here. 

B. R. Shelhorn of Dawson is with the Marines. 

Two nephews of Mrs. A. H. Engle of Sabetha, James and Duane Simon, sons of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Simon, formerly of Bern, now of Belleville, are with the battleship West Virginia at 
Pearl Harbor. 

Delbert Phillips, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. C. Phillips and brother of Mrs. Joe Bockenstette of 
Sabetha is stationed at Pearl Harbor. 

Mrs. Emery Cox of Bern, correspondent for The Sabetha Herald in that community reports 
the following about boys in the Navy: from that vicinity: 

The Nipponese attack int he Pacific has struck “close home,” to Bern and community 
residents. Parents, relatives, friends are anxiously waiting to hear from Bern boys in the war. 
James Simon, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joe Simon is on the USS West Virginia, one of the ships 
reported sunk. John and Ben Streit sons of Mr. and Mrs. Arnold Streit, are on the USS 


Tennessee right in the conflict. Galen Haffner, son of Alyce Havner on the USS Oklahoma; 
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Alvin Gugelman, son of Mr. and Mrs Fred Gugelman, and Harry Bieri, younger son of Sheriff 
and Mrs Pete Bieri of Seneca are on the destroyer USS Hammon; Ira and George Bieri, sons 
of Mr. and Mrs. Jonathon Bieri are also stationed in the war zone. Mrs J D Sheik’s nephew, 
Norman Dilworth in the army is stationed at Camp Ord, Calif, near one of the islands that has 
been attacked. Bob Baugh on the USS Beaver, stationed on the east coast, has just finished his 
time of enlistment and has “shipped over,” navy term for re-enlisted and ws to have been on 
his way home on Wednesday for a furlough when the war broke. Now he will likely be 
retained according to reports, Duane Simon, second son of Mr and Mrs Joe Simon is also in 
the Navy and is now going to school in San Diego. Paul Wittwer, elder son of Mr. and Mrs JS 
Wittwer is in the Navy and is now stationed along the Atlantic coast. Business men of Bern 
displayed their patriotism by putting out flags Monday. 

The Seneca Courier-Tribune reports the following on Navy men from Seneca and south 
Nemaha county. This is from the Monday paper. 

George Ward of the Goff Advance in Seneca Monday, said that Billy Henery, Goff, son of Bill 
Henery now of Havensville, is listed locally as a soldier aboard the Oklahoma, attached by 
Japanese at Pearl Harbor Sunday. 

There is no accurate count of local boys who are in Hawaiian or Pacific waters. Three 
civilians, Cyrl J. Wassenberg, Fred Koelzer and Andrew Herold, are employed at or near 
Honolulu. Others believed to be in the Pacific fleet include Benny Koelzer, Frank Fangman, 
Art Sisco, Dwight Rickman, Richard Heideman, Leander Haug. Goff also lists Tommy Reed, 
Walter Furst, Harley Johnson, Kenneth Crandall, Gerald Moore and Jack Meeker.

Do you ever try to prove another person’s tree in your DNA research? That’s my situation with 
a yDNA match. While I don’t have any reason to doubt this tester’s tree, others question trees 
similar to it because people try to wrongly attach their Crawford line to a fairly ‘famous’ 
couple: Alexander Crawford and his wife Mary McPheeters. Since this tester is in the Rib 
group along with my line, his line may help break down my Crawford brick wall. 


Unfortunately, others question that descendants of Alexander are in the Rib group, Thus, I 
said I would do some research on this particular tree. I have found census records, obituaries 
and a guardian record that validates the line back to John Crawford of Lincoln county TN who 
married Sarah Blake. John is identified as a great grandson of Alexander thru Alexander’s son 
William. 


According to Find a Grave (Memorial No. 105761063), John Crawford was born in 1818. In 


1846, he married Sarah Blake in Lincoln County, Tennessee. 


John Crawford is shown as a 30 year old male on the 1850 census in Lincoln County, 
Tennessee. Included in his household is 23 year old Sarah along with two children: Adalia, 


aged 2 and John aged 1. 
John died in 1856 and is buried Lincoln county, Tennessee. 


In 1858, a Sarah Crawford married Henry Henderson in Lincoln County, Tennessee. The 
1860 Lincoln County, Tennessee census shows Henry Henderson as a 35 year old male head 


of household. The household contains six other individuals with only a first name given. 
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Ancestry’s indexing assumes that everyone in the household has the same surname as Henry 


Henderson.

If one analyzed these records separately, one might conclude that the 1860 census record for 


Henry Henderson shows Henry’s biological chidren. However, the guardianship record in 
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John Crawford’s probate file supports the conclusion that these are CRAWFORD children and 
thus passing down CRAWFORD DNA to their descendants.

Sgt. Frank M. Schafer Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Schafer, Seneca, has been awarded two 
honors for outstanding service in action September 12, in France. The first award is the 
Purple Heart, the second the Oak Leaf Cluster tot he Purple Heart. The awards were made 
under date of September 25 b Major General O’Daniel. 


Mr. and Mrs. Schafer have received no direct information from their son regarding his 
injuries or the battle in which he took part but believe the action was during the invasion of 
southern France. Frank Jr., wrote his sister, Mrs. Wm. McEchron, Wichita, that his tank was 
knocked out and he lost all his personal belongings. Frank is with a tank battalion in the 
infantry of the U.S. Army. He served in Africa, Sicily and Italy before going to France. a letter 
to his parents, written December 25, and received Jan. 16, indicated he was recovered and 
returned to duty. Mr. and Mrs. Schafer have been hearing from their son regularly with the 
exception of a 30 day period this fall. He sent Christmas gifts to members of his family. they 
arrived last week and included beautiful silk embroidered head scarfs and gloves for his

Word came to Seneca relatives Wednesday that Sgt. Frank Schafer Jr., reported last week as 
missing in action in France, January 25th, was killed on that date in action, in France. The 
soldier served with a tank battalion and was the only son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Schafer, 


Seneca. 


Another local youth has paid the supreme sacrifice by giving his life for his country. Frank 
Schafer Jr., 21 years old, died in France where he served as a tank driver with the Seventh 
Army. Junior, as he was known here, entered service about two years ago, took his training at 
camp Campbell, Ky., and went overseas 15 months ago. He took part in the action against the 


enemy in Italy and the invasion of southern France. 


As was stated in a recent issue of The Courier-Tribune, Junior was injured in September and 
received the Purple Heart and other citations for meritorious service. the last letter his 
parents received from him was written January 20 and it is believed he returned to active 


service about that time after several weeks hospitalization in France. 
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Sgt. Schafer grew to manhood in Seneca and attended Sts. Peter and Paul School. He was a 
quiet youth. He drove a truck for August Wichman for several months before going into 
service. Besides his parents he is survived by four sisters, Mrs. Bernice McEchron, Mrs. 
Charlotte VanValkenburgh, Wichita, and Jackie Lou and Doris Jean of the home. His paternal 


grandmother, Mrs. Louisa Lamping, Omaha, also survives. 


Mr. and Mrs. Schafer are in Wichita this week with their daughter, Mrs. VanValkenburgh, 


who had an operation. The sad news was delivered to them at their daughter’s home.

Tankmen of 7th Army Use “Watch My Tracer” Method 


From Europe comes information about a tank division of the Seventh Army in France, in 
which Frank Schafer, JR., Seneca, served. Las week the Seneca youth was reported killed in 
action. 

The article is as follows: In combat there are those times when

in confusion of mortars, shells, machine guns and mines, the rule book is tossed out and the 
tankman’s individual initiative and ingenuity count above all. On the other hand there are the 
times when they have the mixed-up feeling as to whether it is actual combat they are in, or a 
well rehearsed maneuver in which they are following the rules tot he letter as set down by the 
book. 

Such an incident occurred on the Seventh Army front recently. the 756th Tank Battalion was 


playing the old training game of “Watch my tracer.” 
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On one tank, an infantry captain was acting as target marker. HE would see a Kraut machine 
gun nest and shoot at it once with his rifle. Sgt. Frank M. Schafer, Seneca, would spin the 
turret of his tank so that it was as near in line with the rifle’s tracer as possible. the gunner 
would be ready with his sights and about the time the turret got round, the captain would let 
another tracer fly, enabling the gunner to get an exact bead on the target and the tank would 
blast forth. They moved steadily forward, picking off the machine gun nest like clockwork, 
while other tanks were having equal success with the old training game. there were 13 
machine gun nests knocked out, the better part of 200 Germans captured or killed and the 
town which had been the objective was captured. 


No mention of Sgt. Schafer’s death was made in the article which was passed for publication 


February 7, 1945.

Chaplain Writes of Death of Sgt. Frank M. Schafer 

Following is a letter received Tuesday from Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Ralph J. Smith by Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Schafer, Seneca, in regard to the death of their son, Sgt. Frank M. Schafer, 
January 25th in France. The letter reads as follows: 

“As Division Chaplain of the Third Infantry Division to which Frank M. Schafer was attached 
at the time of death. I am writing to you to offer my deepest sympathy. Frank was 
commanding a tank in an attack on enemy positions in Northeastern France. As his tank 
approached a wooded area he raised his head above the turret that he might see better. A 
sniper’s bullet struck him in the head killing him instantly. Frank was buried in a beautifully 
located and well-kept cemetery. I myself held the service. 

“Frank was a very capable and determined tank commander. He was well liked by all the men 
of his company. Upon one occasion, he was complimented by n Infantry battalion 
commander for the excellent manner in which he commanded his tank in battle. Frank paid a 
great price that we as a free people might continue to enjoy all those things that make life 
worth living. Not only our nation, but also our very civilization is deeply indebted to him — a 
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debt we can never repay. Surely God in His infinite mercy has given him the reward he so well 
deserved. 

I assure you that I shall remember your loved one in all my Masses to my dying day. As for 
yourself, may God grant that our courage in bearing your bereavement be as great as that of 


your son in the performance of his duty.” the letter was signed, Ralph J. Smith.

Body of Sgt. Schafer to U.S. 


Arrives on Army Transport Robert F. Burns 


The Kansas City quartermaster depot has announced that the body of the late Sergeant Frank 
M. Schafer, Seneca, is arriving in the port of New York aboard the United States Army 
Transport Robert F. Burns, and accompanied by appropriate military escort, will be 
forwarded through the American Graves distribution Center at Kansas City to Seneca for final 
interment. 

It was stated that a period of two weeks is expected to elapse after arrival of the transport 
before remains are started from the Kansas City Center to the final destination, and that 
forwarding of bodies will continue from that time over a period of six weeks. Next of kin will 
be notified in time to make final plans for services, tiw as stated. 

At Seneca the Lauer funeral home represents the Schafer family in handling of details. 
Sergeant Schafer is the first Seneca boy whose body has been brought from abroad, though, 
others have been connected with families of this community. 

Sgt. Schafer was killed in action January 25, 1945 in southern France. He was holder of the 
purple heart and commendations before he met death. His body is being returned from the 
U.S. military cemetery at Epinal, France. 

Sgt. Schafer is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Schafer Sr., Seneca, and is survived by his 


parents and four sisters, Misses Doris and Jacqueline of the home, Mrs. Bernice McEchron of 
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Wichita and Mrs. Charlotte VanValkenburgh, Manhattan. 

The Kansas City Star of Monday night carried a list of men whose bodies are being returned. 
On the transport John L. McCarley, was the body of S/Sgt. Earl J. Meyer, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Meyer of Sabetha. Sgt. Meyer was killed in the St. Lo area leading his platoon in an 
attack July 23, 1944. 

Another Connection Here 

Also arriving on the Transport Robert F. Burns was the body of Sgt. Michael Campbell, son of 
Edward Campbell of Hoxie, Kansas. 

Sgt. Campbell was a nephew of Mrs. Walter Backer and of Mrs. Ben Macke of Seneca, his 
mother now deceased, having been a sister of the two Seneca women. 

Sgt. Campbell was in an infantry unit, was killed in the same battle and on the same day as 
Sgt. Schaffer. It is not believed that the two sergeants knew each other but their mothers were 


girlhood friends.

The Seneca community will honor the first of its war dead to be returned from overseas 
Friday morning of this week, when services will be held at Sts. Peter and Paul church for 
sergeant Frank M. Schafer, who was killed in action in southern France on January 25, 1945. 
The hour of the service Friday morning at Sts. Peter and Paul church is at 9:30. 

The body is to arrive in Seneca accompanied by military escort, by train, at about 11:30 
Wednesday morning. It will be taken to the Lauer funeral home, and Rosary services will be 


held there Wednesday evening at 8:00 and again Thursday evening at 8:00. 
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On Friday morning the body will be taken from the funeral home to the church with military 
escort, and after the service at the church, full military honors will be accorded at Sts. Peter 
and Paul cemetery. 

In order that service men of the community may have time to dress before hour of the service 
and so that they may be sure of having enough time for the complete service, Mayor Gene 
Toby is asking a full tow hour closing of Seneca places of business. The matter has been 
discussed at meetings of Seneca Chamber of Commerce directors, who felt the same honor 
should be given all service men whose bodies are returned and the city was found in full 
accord. It is little enough to do for those who gave their lives that the American way of life 
might go on. The business men want a complete closing — no backdoor trade going on. 
Everyone who possibly can should attend the service. V.F.W. and Legion heads call attention 
that the same thing applies to the farming community — that though it may be a busy time, 
the reason that they can follow their peaceful pursuits is because of sacrifices made by such 
young men as Frank Schafer Jr., and that a few hours in honor will be one way of showing 
appreciation. 

Since the body is to be taken from the Lauer Funeral Home in time for the service at the 
church at 9:30, Seneca American Legion members and V.F.W. members are being asked to 
assemble at the funeral home no later than 9:15. They are asked to wear their service 


uniforms, or V.F.W. or Legion caps.

Fitting Tribute to Sgt. Schafer 

Community Pays Honor Friday Morning 

Sgt. Frank M. Schafer, who gave his life in France, was laid to rest in the soil of home Friday 
morning amid fitting ceremonies in his honor. 

At Sts. Peter and Paul church, Rev. Egbert Hall, O.S.B. offered the requiem mass and 
preceded it wit a sermon in which he called attention to the sacrifice that Sergeant Schafer 
had made for others. The pastor noted that while mankind ought to be able to settle its 
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differences in peace, that there have always been enemies of liberty; men who tried to rule 
without God. Liberty has always been something that must be earned. 

The church was filled with relatives and friends, many of them former service men. The body 
had been accompanied to the church from the Lauer funeral home, by color guard, by a 
special honor escort as due Sergeant Schafer’s rank and a group of former service men 
marched in procession. It was estimated over 200 ex-service men joined in the tribute. 

At Sts. Peter and Paul cemetery, a committal service was conducted and Rev. Steve Parker, 
Legion and V.F.W. chaplain, gave a short review of Sergeant Schafer’s service history. A firing 
squad fired three volleys and “Taps” followed, with Allan Hein playing at the graveside and 
E.A. Grollmes playing the answering echo. 

The day was beautiful and clear at the time of the ceremony. As former service men stood at 
salute or attention near the grave, the Flag and the banners of Legion and V.F.W. rustled in 
the breeze, seemed to be taking a part. 

Service organizations were pleased with the community’s response in closing two hours for 
the ceremony. Closing of Seneca places of business was virtually one hundred per cent.

The Nemaha county draft board will send the first federal draft questionnaires to “draftees” 


this week probably starting with 50 on Wednesday. 


The county has a total of 1695 men registered. There has been a great amount of clerical work 
in handling the registration cards, listing order numbers, preparing “cover sheets” in which 
each questionnaire will be filed, and now is re-sorting the registration cards and placing them 


in alphabetical arrangement. 


The new draft board has been approved federally. B. E. Stratton is chairman, O. J. Ward is 
secretary and Loyd J. Cobun is the third member. 


First questionnaires go to the men who want to enlist for their year of service, regardless of 
order number. Also for early handling are the men who have enlisted, as with the national 


guard and are awaiting call. 
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Order numbers were assigned recently to registration cards. the county office is now 
completing a full order number list. The Courier-Tribune will print this list int he next few 
papers, as space permits, because it is official. A list of the first 500 order numbers was

I’m sure you've heard the saying, “all roads lead to Rome.” In terms of my Crawford family 
research, it seems like right or wrong, ‘all Crawford trees lead to Alexander, David or Col. 
William’. For my Crawfords in early Kentucky, many trees try to connect the Kentucky 
Crawford families to the Augusta county, Virginia family of Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) 
Crawford. 


When I first started researching my Crawford line, I tried to do the same thing — to connect 
my line to Alexander and Mary McPheeters Crawford. However, I encountered a book, 
Descendants of Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford, which helped me to realize that 


Alexander is NOT my ancestor. 


However, there are two lines in the Crawford R1b group that have Alexander Crawford in 
their trees. Unfortunately, there is another yDNA test with Alexander in their tree. This time, 
it is in the R1a group. The two tests in the R1b group go thru Alexander’s son William. The 
test in the Ria group goes thru Alexander’s son Samuel. Thus, DNA is indicating that either 


the William trees or the Samuel tree have the wrong parent for William or Samuel. 


The Descendants of Alexander Crawford book includes a lot of information about William’s 
family but very little about Samuel. Since the book was written over 200 years after 
Alexander’s death, the book may not be correct. To compound the problem, the area of 
Augusta County, Virginia is ‘home’ to several Crawford lines, with James, John, William and 
even Alexander being common names in each line. Thus, it would have been challenging to 


identify Alexander’s descendants. 
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And that is still the challenge today. Using the sources cited in the book, it was possible to 
document the family structure for William. The two trees going thru William agree with the 
book. When it comes to the Samuel tree, the sources in the book identify a son named William 
while the yDNA tree goes thru a son named Thomas. In addition, the book identifies Samuel’s 


wife as Elizabeth Craig while the yDNA tree identifies her as Elizabeth Bradley. 


Below is a report for the family of Samuel Crawford using the sources in the book, 


Descendants of Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford. 


99 Samuel Crawford was born in 1759 in Augusta County, Virginia. 
He chose Samuel McPheeters as his guardian on 17 Mar 1773 . 


He was witness to the marriage license for William Jameson and 


Margaret Craig. on 2 May 1789 in Augusta County, Virginia. 


He obtained a marriage license to marry Elizabeth Craig on 9 Oct 1790 in 


Augusta County, Virginia. 
He married Elizabeth Craig on 12 Oct 1790 in Augusta County, Virginia. 


In Mar 1792, Samuel was sued by Henry Miller for debt on a 1788 note in 
Augusta County, Virginia. 


Before 1795, a child named William Crawford was born. 
He died before 1795 at the age of 36. 


He signed a will on 14 Feb 1795 in Augusta County, Virginia.

The 90th Infantry Division landed in England, 5 April 1944, and trained from 10 April to 4 June. First elements of the Division saw action on Dday, 
6 June, on Utah Beach, Normandy, the remainder entering combat, 10 June, cutting across the Merderet River to take Pont I'Abbe in heavy 
fighting. After defensive action along the Douve, the Division attacked to clear the Foret de Mont Castre, clearing It by 11 July, in spite of fierce 
resistance. An attack on the island of Seves failing, 23 July, the 90th bypassed it and took Periers, 27 July. On 12 August, the Division drove 
across the Sarthe River, north and east of Le Mans, and took part in the closing of the Falaise Gap, taking Chambols, 19 August. It then raced 
across France, through Verdun, 6 September, to participate in the siege of Metz, 14 September - 19 November, capturing Maizieres les Metz, 30 
October, and crossing the Moselle at Koenigsmacker, 9 November. On. 6 December 1944, the Division pushed across the Saar and established a 
bridgehead north of Saarlautern, 618 December, but with the outbreak of the Von Rundstedt drive, withdrew to the west bank on 19 December, 
and went on the defensive until 5 January 1945, when it shifted to the scene of the Ardennes struggle. It drove across the Our, near Oberhausen, 
29 January, to establish and expand a bridgehead. In February, the Division smashed through Siegfried fortifications to the Prum River. After a 
short rest, the 90th continued across the Moselle to take Mainz, 22 March, and crossed the Rhine, the Main, and the Werra in rapid succession. 
Pursuit continued to the Czech border, 18 April 1945, and Into the Sudeten hills. The Division was en route to Prague when the war in Europe 
ended.

Not only do I want to locate this record, but I’d like to locate other deeds from this area and 
time period for my Crawford research.

Even my old trusty ‘Handybook’ indicates 
that land records for Monroe county, Kentucky begin in 1863. Thus, I wanted to learn more 


about this deed transcription in hopes of locating the original records.

tracts of land lying in Jackson County, Tennessee, on one of which he 
resided at the time of his death, and about 200 acres of it, the homestead, 
was duly allotted and assigned by the Circuit Court of said County to his 
said widow as her dower, and a decree of said court duly entered to that 
effect, and she took possession of it as such and resided on it for a 
considerable time and until she conveyed it or transferred it in some way 
as such dower and estate for her life to said Richard P. Brooks who went 
into possession of and held it as such during her natural life, which 


terminated on the of. , 1881, less than seven years before 


the filing of this bill; and it has been less than seven years since the right of 


action of the heirs of John Burke dec’d accrued for said dower land. 


Said dower tract lies on the Cumberland River on the south side of it and 
is bounded North by Cumberland River, East by the lands of Joshua Haile 
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Jr., South by the lands of R. A. Cox & Hoover and West by 


and lies in White’s Bend of said river. The lines cannot now be given by 


complts but reference is to be had to the lines of said dower as laid off by 
the Court, 
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the records of which were destroyed & burned up some years ago without 
the intention or knowledge of complts. 


It is believed and so charged from belief that deft Brooks or if not he some 
of the other claimants under his testator the defts have a copy of the 
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decree allotting the said dower. If so let them answer as to it & produce it 


& file it with their answer. 


Complts further allege that some time after the death of John Burke 
their ancestor said Richard P. Brooks the admr procured some of the heirs 
to join him in filing a bill or petition in the Circuit Court of Jackson County 
against others of the heirs to procure a sale or partition of the lands of 
said John Burke not covered by the dower and under it they were sold in 
or about the year 1843, as now remembered, by the clerk & commissioners 
of said Court and they were purchased in by said Richard P. Brooks or at 
least part of them were bought by him, including that part of the home 
tract not covered by the dower. There was a large quantity of the lands & 


quite valuable. 


At the same time of the sale of the other lands outside of the dower said 


Richard P. Brooks fraudulently procured a pretended sale 
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of the remainder in the land covered by said dower allotted to the widow, 
and pretended to purchase it in himself at the grossly inadequate price of 
three hundred dollars, or thereabout, although there was no application 
in the bill or petition to the court for a sale of it and under the law the 


court had no jurisdiction to sell it — the widow being then living. 


The Heirs were all then young and most of them, including several of 
complts & their ancestors, under 21 years of age, and all ignorant in 
matters of law and conveyancing etc, and all relied on and confided in 
said Brooks, the admr., who was a shrewd person, versed in such matters, 


and, afterward, if not then, a lawyer. 


They objected at the time of the sale, in the presence & hearing of said 
Brooks & others there to the sale of the dower land, and contended that 
there was no application to sell it; but, Brooks fraudulently & wrongfully 
went on and had it sold & bought it in, over their objections, and, as they 
now believe, & so charge, for the purpose of cheating the heirs out of it; 
for, among other badges of fraud, he afterward admitted to friends, at 
times, that he had no title to it, and that it was really the rightful property 
of the said heirs. 


He, soon after this sale, purchased of the widow her life estate in dower 


and took possession 
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of it as such, and held it up to her death, & to his own death about two 


years past, acknowledging the rights of the heirs to the remainder. 


Complts charge that during the time said R. P. Brooks so held and 
occupied said land, he committed and permitted great waste and injury to 
it, and to the injury & damage of the heirs, by permitting it to dilapidate, 
by bad cultivation and husbandry of himself & tenants, by taking down & 
removing the fences & houses, etc., from it to his other lands; by cutting 
down & removing & deadining (?) & destroying the valuable timbers of 
which there was much; by destroying and permitting to be destroyed & 
injured the valuable orchards, to the damage of the heirs to large 
amounts. He also took the rents & profits of said land to large amounts, 
after the death of the widow, to which the heirs were entitled. And the 
other defts R. V. Brooks, Caleb Roberts, Josiah Roberts, Meredith Brown & 
Asa Denson have continued all these wrongs since, to the damage of the 


heirs. But the amounts of the rents & damages for which each or any of 
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them is liable cannot be stated or ascertained without an accounti thereof; 
it being a matter of complicated account, fit, & fit only, to be ascertained 


by a court of chancery, and not fit or considerable in a court 
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99 They all claim under the title of John Burke the common ancestor of 
complts whose title papers are supposed to be in possession of deft Brooks, 
or if they are not they are so unintentionally lost or mislaid or destroyed 
that complts cannot find them & that the registration of them is also so 


unintentionally destroyed. 


Said R. V. Brooks, Caleb Roberts, Nathan Roberts, Josiah Roberts, 


Meredith Brown & Asa Denson are the present occupants of said land, and 
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claim it wrongfully, and refuse to give it up or, surrender the possession of 


it to the heirs of said John Burke, dec’d, or pay the rents & damages; 
though the heirs have duly demanded the same of them, and said rents 
and damages, with the interest thereon, are due and unpaid to the 

heirs. Your complainants are informed & believe, and, so, charge, 
that Richard P. Brooks did not pay any thing for the said remainder 
interest in the land covered by said dower; and, therefore, he is not 
entitled in any event to any reimbursement. Yet, if it turn out that any of 
the heirs did in fact get any part of its proceeds, they are, respectively, 
willing to refund it & do justice, upon the land being surrendered or 
decreed to be given up to them; and they have offered this to the present 
occupants. But they refuse, as aforesaid, to surrender & pay. So, complts 


must sue for their rights.

While M. M. Bland owned a large portion of land in 1849, the Bland surname was not found 
in the First Landowner’s Project in Platte County. While I have a deed for the sale of some 
Platte county, Missouri land, I don’t have a Platte County deed for the purchase of the land. 
Unfortunately, the early deeds for Platte County have not been digitized. Thus, I will need to 
dig thru my files to see if I already have a copy of such deed. Otherwise, a trip to Platte City, 


may be in order next spring. 


Since Henry Burke was listed in the First Landowners Project, I also searched the Bureau of 
Land Management Records for Henry Burke. I found a patent dated 1 April 1846 (after his 


death) for the land in section 27.

Capt. Raymond Rokey writes from a New York overseas address, to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. O. S. Rokey the following: 

Today has been a wonderful day because I finally got some mail again. 
The first for some time. 

The best news I could possibly get was that you are well and happy, 
waiting patiently as you must for us to return. Just when that will be is 
really not important. What is more importance is that that day will come 
eventually. 

The British are not doing to badly by us. they still seem glad that we are 
here. We are all happy of the selection of “Ike” the Kansas Kid to leas us in 
the big show. We believe that he is the man to do the job. And don't let 
anyone fool you into thinking it isn’t one big job. I don’t believe you folks 
back home really realize what it is actually going to cost. Don’t worry 
well do it alright. We may have to kick from behind our goal line a time or 
two, but we have a pretty good kicker and eventually we will cross that 
midfield stripe, head for pay dirt, and go over with a BANG. It is a great 
game, it is getting a lot of press notices and the largest crowd ever will be 
waiting to hear the outcome. We won’t have many spectators due to 
transportation difficulties, but I'm positive the game will be just as well 
played in their absence. 


Say if it wouldn't be too much trouble you might send me a small package 
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of popcorn. I’m hungry for some right now. these English people don’t 
know what it is, they sure don’t know what they are missing.

Capt. Ray Rokey Dies from Combat Wounds 


Capt. Raymond Rokey, son of Mr. and Mrs. O. S. Rokey of Sabetha, died 
November 6 as a result of wounds received in combat in the European 
Theater of Operations, November 5. It is indicated by telegrams from the 
War Department received by his parents here. The first telegram, telling 
of Capt. Rokey’s being wounded, was received here Saturday, November 
18. The telegram reporting his death was received Monday, November 20. 
No details were given, the telegrams following the usual form in such 
cases. It is presumed that his fatal injuries were received in combat on or 
near German soil. His location in the current European campaigns was, 
of course, now known. 

Though it is impossible to know what happened. Sabethans will agree that 
the finest of Sabetha’s fighting men are those who have been taken in this 
world conflict. Ray Rokey was an infantry officer. He was commissioned 
a second lieutenant in March, 1942, following an outstanding record of 
leadership as an ROTC cadet at Kansas State College, Manhattan. His 
activities in athletics, both high school and college, and in K State 
agriculture and social activities impressed all who knew him with the fact 
that he was modest as well as able. These characteristics, pre-requisites 


for the sort of leadership he exhibited in his army career, made his 
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advancement certain, his contributions to the fight for freedom important. 
His first station in the army was Camp Livingston, La. In August 1943, he 
was sent to Camp Picket, Va. It was at this time he received his promotion 
to Captain. He went overseas in September 1943. 
His brother, Lt. Ned Rokey, is with a combat outfit also somewhere in the 
European Theater of Operations. Another brother, Harvey Rokey, lives at 
Corning. HE has two sisters, Mrs. John Zug of Salina and Mrs. Vernon 
Kaul of Sabetha. Put. Bert Rokey, somewhere in the southwest Pacific, and 
Cpl. Eldon Rokey, with a Military Police company int he European 
theater, are double cousins.

After a little more searching, I found a Bytes Cares Blogs post detailing how Meta (Facebook) 
notifies users about copyright issues, Meta Copyright Infringement eMail. One section of the

Therefore, users should educate themselves on law and consider seeking legal advice when 
necessary. 


How Facebook Sends Meta Copyright Infringement Email 


When Meta Platforms Inc., formerly known as Facebook Inc., receives a valid infringement claim about 
content posted on its platforms, such as Facebook or Instagram, the company takes action in line 
with the Digital Millennium Copyright Act (DMCA) and similar global laws. 


Upon confirming the validity of the infringement claim, Meta will remove or restrict access to the 
reported content. 


The user who posted this content is then notified about this action. This notification comes in the form 
of a Meta infringement email, sent to the email address associated with the user's account. 


The infringement email typically includes the following information: 


1. Notice that content they posted has been removed or access to it has been restricted. 

2. Details about the content that was removed, such as a description or the location of the content. 

3. Information about the claimant, which might include their name, organisation, or contact details. 

4. An explanation of the user's rights and potential next steps, including how to file a counter-notice 
if they believe their content was wrongly removed. 


The purpose of this email is to inform the user about the claim and actions taken, and provide them 
with the opportunity to respond or dispute the claim, if they believe the content was removed in error. 


It's crucial to remember that Meta takes the protection of intellectual property rights very seriously 
and violations of these rights can lead to penalties, including the disabling of a user’s account in 
severe or repeated cases.

As I was trying to figure out this mystery, I observed that one of my brothers does not show as 
a ThruLines match. However, if I go to his ThruLines data, he shows along with my test, but 


my other brother is missing. 
So what could be causing these issues and how do I resolve it? 


Several people have shared on the Facebook Ancestry DNA group that support suggests 
disconnecting the tree from the DNA test and then reconnecting it. This requires waiting 
about 48 hours to see if the reconnection resolves the issue. Since I have 3 DNA tests with 
which to work, I’m going to try that with one of my brother’s tests (after documenting his 


ThruLines numbers). 


Unfortunately, disconnecting the tree (on Christmas day) and reconnecting it did not resolve 
the ThruLines issues. Yesterday, I disconnected Mary Foster Crawford from her spouse and 
children and then reconnected her. She is still missing today. Note: I did not wait very long 
between either ‘disconnecting’ case and the reconnection. My next attempt will likely be to 


disconnect, wait 48 hours, reconnect and wait another 48 hours. 


ATTEMPTED RESOLUTION: 
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Since I manage three DNA tests that descend from Mary Crawford, I disconnected one of 
those tests from my tree and connected it to a new tree. Mary Foster Crawford appeared on 


the ThruLines page! 


While this is a resolution, it is NOT something I want to do with my own DNA test. That test 
has quite a few of my matches connected to the tree. I believe that if I disconnect my DNA 
data from the tree, I will also loose those connections. This is NOT something I wish to do. 


Thus, I don’t believe it is a resolution. 
RESOLUTION: 


I deleted Mary Foster from my tree. Several hours later, ThruLines was suggesting Mary 
Foster as a potential ancestor. I then used RootsMagic to put Mary Foster back in my tree. 


She again shows on my ThruLines page.

Do you keep track of your genealogy statistics? I have to admit that I have been tracking my 


numbers in recent years. My primary reason for such tracking is to measure growth. 


However, such measurements can be deceiving. For example, increasing the number of 
people in my RootsMagic file isn’t growth if the newly added individuals don’t have sources 
attached. Another example of deceiving numbers is my number of Ancestry DNA matches. 
Since my tree is entirely located in the United States going back 6 generations the potential is 


there to not only have a lot of cousins but also to have lots of Ancestry DNA matches. 


However, I still record the numbers and try to compare them to the previous year.

What I found interesting when I was compiling these statistics is the reduction in 


‘Unassigned’ DNA matches and the growth in Paternal and Maternal matches. I’m assuming 
that the technology behind this process improved over the year. Congrats Ancestry on this 


achievement. 
While there is no way I will work my way thru all of my DNA matches, I do spend some time 


during the year documenting ‘Common Ancestor’ matches. I also do a lot of descendancy 


research in hopes of helping the computer identify more common ancestors.

e Well, using TreeShare has become a habit. I’m not even sure why I included it as a goal. 

e When it comes to updating my portion of the FamilySearch tree, I’d have to give myself a 
C for effort. I did upload many of the family photos that were handed down to me by my 
grandparents. When it comes to updating sources, I was fairly successful with 
generations closer to me. However, I did not get this accomplished thru my 3rd great 
grandparents. 

e While I continued to learn how to use WikiTree, I also updated the profiles of my 2nd 
great grandparents. I have some of my 3rd great grandparents updated, but not all. 

e Even though I worked to update my research of my 4th great grandparents, I was not 
able to publish narrative reports for all of them. While this research has been shared on 
Ancestry and on my blog, I have not updated FamilySearch or WikiTree for these 
ancestral couples. Thus, it is a work in progress. 


e My use of WikiTree Spaces to create an index of my blog posts is almost complete. I just 
need to finish indexing 2022 and 2023. 


To help me keep track of my research progress, I’m going to use fan charts for my 


grandparents to records tasks. 
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Besides the three versions pictured above, I have a chart to record the number of Ancestry 
ThruLines I’ve added to my RootsMagic file, the number of sources on a FamilySearch profile 


and the number of memories attached to a FamilySearch Profile. 


Since all of these fan charts were ‘created’ in late December 2023, they will help me measure 


my research progress.
